A trial  run  of  the.  Police  and 
Criminal  Evidence  Act  in 
Tottenham  discloses  that  its 
intended  provisions  are  being 
broken,  the  National  Council 
for  Civil  Liberties'  says  in  a 
briefing  paper  for  60  MPs  of  all 
parties. 

“Solicitors  and  social  workers 
are  most  concerned  about  the 
treatment  of  juveniles  who  have 
been  or  who  still  are  being  held  in 
relation  to  incidents  arising  from 
the  Tottenham  disturbances.' 

The  Act.  which  comes  into 
effect  in  January,  fails  to 
provide  clear  statutory  rules 
about  the  questioning  ol 
children  and  young  people  in 
police  custody,  the  NCCL  sa>s. 
But.  in  rttenon-staiutory  code  of 
practice,  there  is  an  important 
prohibition  against  interviewing 
juveniles,  or  asking  them  to 
make  a signed  statement,  in  the 
absence  of  a parent  or  guardian, 
a social  worker  or  another 
responsible  adult  who  is  not  a 
police  officer. 

“In  lire  eight  cases  of  which 
wc  have  frill  details  it  is  clear 
that  if  social  workers  were  likely 
to  inform  juveniles  of  their 
then  they  were  cither 
not  to  attend  the  police 
station  or  not  to  go  back." 

For  the  first  time,  the  Act 
gives  suspects  in  custody  a 
statutory  right  10  consult  a 
solicitor  privately  at  any  time. 
But  if  a person  is  in  custody  for 
a serious  arrestable  offence, 
then  an  officer  of  the  rank  of 
superintendent  or  above  can 
authorize  this  to  be  delayed  for 
up  to  36  houts.  if  he  has  certain 
beliefs  about  the  consequences 
of  access,  such  as  accomplices 
being  alerted. 

In  one  case  involving  a 13- 
vear-old.  access  was  granted, 
but  the  solicitor  was  refused  a 
private  consultation.  The  same 
solicitor  was  also  refused 
private  consultations  in  three 
other  cases.  Imcrvrevrs  had  to 
be  carried  out  in  the  sight, 
hearing  and  presence  of  a police 
officer,  the  NCCL  says.

Doctor  lists 
baby’s 
injuries 

A doctor  yesterday  listed  the 
injuries  he  discovered  on 
Charlene  Salt,  aged  three 
months,  just  before  she  died 
and  told  Manchester  Crown 
Court  dial  he  suspected  that  the 
girl  had  been  a victim  of  child 
abuse  when  two  weeks  old. 

Dr  Roy  Bruce,  a specialist  in 
paediatrics  at  Oldham  District 
Hospital,  was  giving  evidence 
on  the  third  day  of  the  trial  of 
the  baby’s  parents,  David  and 
Gail  Salt,  of  Pearly  Bank, 
Sholver,  Oldham.  Greater 
Manchester.  David  Salt,  aged 
26.  pleads  not  guilty  to  the 
manslaughter  of  his  daughter 
and  wilfully  ill-treating  her.  His 
wife,  aged  20,  described  as 
educationally  subnormal,  de- 
nies neglecting  the  baby. 

The  injuries  Dr  Bruce  found 
on  the  night  the  baby  died 
included  a massive  haemor- 
rhage within  the  skull,  a healed 
fracture  of  the  upper  right  arm. 
fractures  of  the  ribs  on  both 
sides  of  the  body  which  were 
between  six  and  10  weeks  old 
and  a nose  iqjury.  ' 

When  he  saw  her  on  the  night 
she  died,  she  was  in  a deep 
coma.

Drive  to  protect  monuments

A rescue  service  for  thousands 
of  unprotected  ancient  monu- 
ments was  announced  yester- 
day by  EngUsh  Heritage,  the 
group  created  18  months  ago  to 
take  over  much  of  the  heritage 
wort  done  by  the  Government. 

Lord  Montagu  of  Beaulieu, 
its  chairman,  said  that  protec- 
tion of  ancient  sites  through 
"scheduling”  them  as  official 
monuments  had  been  tar  too 
slow.

He  also  indicated  that 
English  Heritage  had  moved

Chemists’  contract  delay 
‘will  cost  NHS  millions’

The  Government  faces  an 
unnecessary  increase  of  several 
million  pounds  in  the  cost  of 
National  Health  Service  phar- 
maceutical services  if  it  fails  to 
introduce  legislation  for  a new 
chemists’  contract.  Dr  Geoffrey 
Booth,  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  said  yesterday. 

His  warning  came  after  the 
House  of  Lords  rejected  an 
amendment  on  Tuesday  night 
that  would  have  allowed  the 
new  contract  to  come  into  effect 
in  Scotland,  the  first  step 
towards  a national  contract. 

. The  defeat  in  the  Lords,  after 
opposition  to  the  new  contract 
from  the  big  multiple  chains, 
such  as  Underwoods,  and  from 
some  small  pharmacists,  had 


come  as  “a  bombshell”,  he  said. 
“There  is  a real  danger  that  if 
legislation  is  delayed,  people 
will  exploit  the  existing  contract 
at  the  expense  of  the  NHS.” 

Under  the  present  system, 
any  chemist  who  opens  a shop 
is  entitled  to  an  NHS  contract 
for  supply  medicines.  This  year 
348  new  shops  had  opened  by 
September,  against  130  in  the 
same  period  last  year.  About 
r700  pharmacists  are  queuing  to 
open  new  outlets,  which  could 
add  £7  million  to  the  NHS 
pharmaceutical  bill.

A huge  rational  campaign  of 
sex  education  to  help  to  oontol 
the  spread  of  the  acquired 
humane  deficiency  syndrome. 
Aids,  is  to  be  aimed  at  the 
gaieral  population,  including 
schoolchildren,  the  chief  medcal 
officer  at  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Soda]  Security  said 
yesterday. 

The  linchpin  of  onr  strategy 
araft  be  to  provide  people  with 
information  and  pratkal  advice 
on  &exnal- behaviour  which  will 
enable  them  to  avoid  infection 
and  In  addition  to  tell  then*  what 
they  need  not  worry  about,”  Dr 
Donald  Acheson  said. 

The*  Government  is  urgently 
planning  the  campaign  which 
will  be  directed  not  just  at  the 
groups  at  high  risk  of  the 
disease,  such  as  homosexual 
men  and  drag  abusers,  but  also 
at  the  general  public,  he  said  at 
the  Central  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Coiindale,  north 
London. 

Britain's  plans  for  control  of 
the  Aids  epidemic  should  be 
based  on  the  assnmmption  that 
no  effective  vaccination  or 
treatment  is  likely  to  be 
available  for  at  least  five  years. 
Dr  Acheson  said.  Daring  that 
time  there  would  be  several 
thousand  new  cases. 

The  Aids  edneatiom  cam- 
paign, likely  to  be  launched 
within  the  next  few  months,  will 
involve  leaflets,  pamphlets, 
confidential  telephone  services 
and  probably  load  and  national 
press  advertising. 

Dr  Acheson  said  tha  confi- 
dence must  be  guaranteed  to 
patients  infected  with  Aids  or  at 
risk,  or  toe  condition  would  be 
driven  underground,  increasing 
the  risk  of  it  spreeding. 

People  who  came  forward  for 
blood  tests  and  were  found 
positive  must  be  given  advice  on 
taking  out.  fife  insurance  policies 
or  mortgages,  he  said.  The 
Government  had  set  up  an 
advisory  group  to  consider  those 
and  other  social  issues.

Seven  of 
10  young 
people  have 
tried  drugs 

Nearly  seven  out  of  10  young 
people  nave  taken  illegal  drugs 
and  one  in  10  has  tried  heroin, 
according  to  a survey  published 
yesterday. 

The  new  weekly  magazine 
The  HU  interviewed  400  young 
people  aged  between  15  and  21. 
throughout  Britain.  The  results 
showed  that  68  per  cent  had 
taken  illegal  drugs,  52  per  cent 
had  used  cannabis  and  10  per 
cent  had  taken  heroin.  Also,  37 
per  cent  knew  someone  who 
was  on  heroin. 

A total  of  46  per  cent  wanted 
cannabis  legalized,  with  only  33 
per  cent  against. 

There  was.  however,  good 
news  for  the  Government's 
anti-heroin  campaign;  after 
seeing  the  advertisements.  37 
per  cent,  said  they  were  less 
likely  to  try  heroin  and  41  per 
cent  wanted  heavier  penalties 
for  heroin  dealers  and  users.

New  functions  for  farm  equipment  of  yesteryear

Using  the  pulpit  from  a 
demolished  Baptist  chapel  as  a 
rostrum,  Mr  Paul  Gooderham 
will  auction  bird  scarers  for  use 
as  football  rattles,  shoemaker’s, 
lasts  as  doorstops  and  cast  iron 
tractor  seats  for  conversion  into 
bar  stools  in  Cambridge  on 
Saturday.  _ 

His  firm,  Cbeffins  Gram  and 
Chalk  is  one  of  the  country's 
two  leading  auctioneers  of 
“bygones**,  the  useful  adjuncts 
of  a vanished  social  order  that 
are  now  collected  as  historical 
curiosities 

Cbeffins'  unpretentious  sale 
room  is  surrounded  by  the  pens 
used  on  Monday  for  livestock 
auctions  on  the  edge  of  the 
Clifton  in  das  trial  estate.  A soft 
odour  of  dung  hangs  in  the  air. 

Mr  Gooderham  is  a farmer's 
son  and  it  was  the  old  farming 
equipment  found  mouldering  in 
local  barns  which  gave  him  the 
idea  in  the  early  1970s  of 
auctioning  agricultural  by- 
gones. 

Saturday's  sale  is  well 
supplied  with  the  echoes  of 
traditional  farming.  A milk- 
maid 's  yoke,  carved  from  a 
piece  or  wood  to  fit  her 
shoulders,  with  chains  hanging 
from  either  side  to  carry 
buckets  of  milk  is  expected  to 
make  £20  to  £30. 

The  same  sort  of  sum  should 
secure  a shepherd’s  crook.  Mr 
Gooderham  looks  at  the  curl  of 
iron  at  tbe  end  of  the  wooden 
staff  with  disfavour.  It  is  mass 
produced;  collectors  prefer 
blacksmith-made  examples. 

There  is  a small  wooden 
blitter  churn  (£20-£30)  and  a 
big  one  on  a cast  iron  stand 
from  a farm  dairy  (£50-£70). 

More  unusual  is  a butter 
roller,  a long  wooden  tray  with 
a flanged  wooden  roller  that 
runs  up  and  down  the  sides  to 
beat  the  whey  ont  and  the  salt 
in  (£20-£30).

Sheriff  John  Mclnnes,  who 
led  a public  inquiry  at  Cupar 
Sheriff  Court  into  the  deaths, 
said  yesterday  in  his  written 
findings  that  the  cause  of  the. 
deaths  remained  unexplained.  '

die  suddenly  and  simllaneously,

The  decision  follows  a cam- 
paign by  supporters  of  the 
former  prime  minister  to  return 
Sir  Robert,  defeated  in  the  snap 
election  of  July  last  year  and 
subsequently  ousted  from  the 
leadership,  to  the  leadership  of 
the  National  Party. 

The  campaign  has  racked  the 
party  and  weakened  the  stand- 
ing of  the  party  leader  Mr  Jim 
Me  Lay,  who.  ironically  reached 
an  - all-time  low  in  the  polls 
yesterday  at  the  same  time  as 
the  party-look  action  against  his 
tormentors. 

Mr  McLay  received  only  2.6 
per  cent  public  support  in  the 
nationwide  Heylen  poll  (down 
from  4.3  per  cent  in  last 
month’s  poll)  while  Sir  Robert 
Muldoon  remained  solid  with 
20  per  cent  support  and  the 
prime  minister,  Mr  David 
Lange,  on  32  per  cent.

Mrs  Thatcher  is  unlikely  to 
be  the  only  allied  leader  urging 
President  Reagan  at  their 
meeting  in  New  York  today  to 
make  at  least  a restatement  of

posals. But  she  will  certainly  be 
the  most  pressing. 

The  subject  was  a major 
topic  of  discuss  too  a week  ago 
when  Mr  George  Shultz,  the 
.Vmericaa  Secretary  of  State, 
met  Nalo  foreign  ministers  in 
Brussels.  He  had  gone  there  to 
reassure  them  about  Mr  Rea- 
gan's negotiating  tactics  at  his 
.summit  meeting  with  Mr 
Gorbachov  in  Geneva  on 
. November  19  and  20.  Mr 
Shultz's  mission  was  partially 
successful,  but  he  encountered 
insistent  demands  for  counter- 
proposals to  the  dram  i tic 
propositions  put  forward  by  Mr 
Gorbachov. 

These  demands  were  led  by 
Britain.  Not  all  Nato  countries 
joined  the  pressure.  The 
French  and  Belgians  attached 
less  importance  to  the  United 
States  getting  in  its  retaliation 
before  the  summit,  and  ap- 
peared to  be  sceptical  about  the 
feasibility  of  doing  so  within 
the  lime  scale. 

The  West  Germans  seemed  to 
take  a position  in  between, 
though  at  the  meeting  of  WEU 
{the  Western  European  Union) 
tue  following  day  they  were  in 
the  forefront  of  those  demand- 
ing new  proposals.

Surrender

Lima  (Reuter)  - Fifty -one 
Maoist  guerrillas  disenchanted 
with  the  Sendero  Luminoso 
(Shining  Path)  leadership  have 
surrendered  to  security  forces  in 
Peru’s  south-eastern  Ayacucno 
slate,  the  military  command 
said. 

A communique  said  that  the 
guerrillas,  together  with  64 
women  and  59  children,  surren- 
dered in  La  Mar  province,  425 
miles  from  the  Peruvian  capital. 

It  was  the  first  report  of 
Sendero  defections  in  the 
guerrilla  movement's  five-year 
struggle.

Filipino  governor 
killed  in  ambush

Gunmen  shot  dead  a 
southern  Philippines  governor, 
Mr  Gregorio  Murillo,  with  a 
single  bullet  in  the  head,  in  a 
roadside  ambush  at  dawn 
yesterday,  police  reported.

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Growing  doubts 
about  India’s 
five-day  week

Only  three  months  after  it  was 
introduced  to  provide  rest  and 
recreation  for  hard-pressed 
Indian  bureaucrats,  there  are 
growing  doubts  about  the  five- 
day  working  week. 

The  reform,  which  reduced 
the  number  of  days  worked  in 
central  Government  ministries 
and  sub-offices  from  six;  was 
brought  in  with. the  hope  that 
efficiency  would  improve  in  a 
bureaucracy  renowned  for  its 
slow  operations.  . 

An  added  attraction  for  the 
Government  was  that  over- 
heads would  be  cut  with  offices 
shot  for  the  weekend,  though 
the  workers  have  had  to  pay  a 
price  - an  extra  hour  on  each 
working  day. 

Bat  the  merits  of  the 
and  whether  it  really 
increase  efficiency  are  now  the 
subject  of  heated  debate. 
Critics  suggest  that  until  India 
improves  its  work  ethic  by 
insisting  on  punctuality,  sched- 
uling and  monitoring  of  jobs, 
the  reform  will  never  achieve 
its  aims. 

Some  also  argne  that  with  a 
climate  that  is  hot  and  humid 
for  much  of  the  year  it  may  be 
impossible  to  reach  western 
levels  of  efficiency. 

The  reform  suggested,  non 
too  snbtiy,  that  the  country  had 
at  long  last  “emerged”  and 
could  now  adopt  or  ape  the 
practices  of  the  West  in  line 
with  the  dream  of  the  Prime 
Minister,  Mr  Rajiv  Gandhi,  of 
taking  India  into  the  21st 
century.  But  the  reformers 
reckoned  without  city  transport 
problems  or  the  ingrained 
habits  of  the  Indian  male. 

Working  women  were  among 
the  first  to  complain.  Longer 
hours  - from  9am  to  6pm  with 
half  an  hoar  for  lunch  - meant 
an  earlier  start  in  the  home, 
leaving  them  hard-pressed  to 
finish  housework  before  leaving 
for  the  office. 


Without  Western  labour- 
saving  devices  and  with  house- 
work remaining,  even  in  most 
middle-class  homes,  the  pre- 
serve of  the  woman,  the  chores 
are  both  rim  e-co  ms  inning  and 
hard  physical  work. 

One  working  woman,  whose 
family  can  afford  servants, 
said:  “Instead  of  getting  np  at 
Sam,  they  find  they  must  get  np 
an  hour  earlier  so  that  all  their 
jobs  are  finished.  Some  are  in 
effect  doing  the  equivalent  of 
two  jobs,  which  is  not  helped  by 
appalling  travelling  problems.” 

The  commuting  problems  - 
some  people  travel  for  up  to 
three  hours  to  work  - have 
given  the  Government  most 
complaints. 

In  Delhi,  the  Minister  of 
Personnel  and  Training  has 
been  inundated  with  protests 
about  travel  difficulties.  A 
circular  to  all  ministries'  says 
that  the  matter  must  be 
investigated  and  speedy  efforts 
made  to  overcome  the  problem. 

People  are  also  questioning 
whether  Indians  know  what  to 
do  with  the  extra  time  off. 
especially  when  recreational 
facilities  are  few. 

An  official  in  Personnel  and 
Training  has  promised  that 
each  ministry  will  have  its  own 
rest  house  for  employees'  use, 
but  until  then,  with  limited 
recreation  facilities  and  resorts 
expensive,  most  will  indulge  in 
the  two  perennially  popular

Despite  a visit  to  Peking  by 
the  Bolshoi  Ballet,  China's  new 
policy  of  even -handed ness  in 
dealings  with  the  Soviet  Union 
and  the  United  States  shows 
signs  of  tipping  towards  the 
latter  after  the  visit  of  Mr 
George  Bush,  the  US  Vice- 
President. 

Chinese  officials  are  under- 
stood to  be  moderately  pleased 
with  Mr  Bush's  visit,  which 
gave  them  the  opportunity  to 
voice  their  concern  at  develop- 
ments in  American  trade  policy, 
especially  the  growing  wave  of 
protectionism. 

At  the  same  time,  the  officials 
let  it  be  known  that  there  was 
no  significant  progress  in  the 
talks  with  Mr  Leonid  Ilyichev, 
the  Soviet  Deputy  Foreign 
Minister,  which  were  going  on 
while  Mr  Bush  was  in  Peking. 

The  Chinese  position  is  still 
that  the  Soviet  Union  must 
modify  its  policies  in  Indo- 
China  and  Afghanistan,  and 
pull  back  troops  from  the 
Chinese  border  in  the  north, 
before  substantial  progress  can 
be  made  in  normalization  of 
Sino-Soviet  relations. 

Other  important  develop- 
ments in  Chinese  foreign  policy 
this  month  have  been  the  visit 
to  Peking  by  Mr  Shintaro  Abe, 
the  Japanese  Foreign  Minister, 
and  yesterday's  announcement 
that  talks  will  soon  be  resumed 
with  India  on  the  frontier 
problem. 

China  has  been  pursuing  a 
relatively  low-profile  foreign 
policy  over  the  past  year  or  so, 
evidently  to  improve  relations 
with  other  big  powers  while 
preserving  its  own  indepen- 
dence. 

Mr  Zhao  Ziyang,  the  Prime 
Minister,  lold  Mr  Bush  that 
China  does  not  seek  to  align 
itself  with  any  superpower 

Mr  Zhao  is  expected  to  lay 
out  China's  foreign  policy  in 
detail  in  his  forthcoming  speech 
to  the  United  Nations  general 
assembly  in  New  York.  He  is 
likely  to  emphasize  Peking's 
opposition  to  the  occupation  of 
Cambodia  by  Soviet-backed 
Vietnamese  forces. 

China’s  diplomatic  low  pro- 
file seems  to  be  partly  a 
recognition  of  the  need  to 
achieve  a stronger  military  force 
which  will  take  at  least  a decade 
of  internal  reforms  and  limited 
arms  purchases  from  the  ad- 
vanced countries.  Meanwhile 
her  priorities  are  economic 
growth  under  the  seventh  five- 
year  plan  which  goes  into  effect 
in  1986.  and  development  of 
her  own  science  and  technology.

Takashi,  an  introverted  boy 
of  14.  lived  for  a week  before  he 
became  the  latest  victim  of  an 
ugly  problem  in  Japanese

It  is  a problem  that  is 
becoming  so  serious  that  the 
Prime  Minister's  ad  hoc  reform 
committee  on  education  has 
recommended  the  establish- 
ment . of  semi-governmental 
advisory  offices  at  the  local 
level  and  the  education  fflinis^ 
try  has.  distributed  a teachers’ 
-handbook  on  bullying  to  all 
primary  schools. 

Takashi  was  the  sixth 
bullying  victim  to  commit 
suicide  this  year  and  his  case 
was  depressingly  familiar.  A 
member  of  a school  basket 
team  who  'did  not  excel  at 
physical  activities  he  neverthe- 
less was  not  allowed  to  leave  it 
despite  constant  harassment 
from  his  team-mates. 

His  case  was  untypical  as  his 
parents  knew  about  the  prob- 
lem and  actually  telephoned  the 
homes  of  the  boys  responsible 
and  appealed  for  their  son  to  be 
left  alone,  but  without  result. 

His  teachers  seem  to  have 
looked  the  other  way. 

In  other  recent  cases  teach- 
ers have  actually  connived  at 
the  ostracism  of  pupuls  who  are 
slightly  different  from  then- 
peers.  Conformity  is  all  import- 
ant in  Japan  and  leads  to  this 
ambivalence  oo  the  part  of 
teachers  and  schools  who  seem 
to  fee!  its  part  of  the  process  of 
developing  gaman  or  endurance 
so  necessary  to  survival  m 
corporate  Japan. 

Physical  punishment  as  a 
means  of  strengthening  spiri- 
tual attitudes  may  have  been 
the  pre-war  norm  but  it  is  a 
measure  of  how  things  have 
changed  that  the  Ministry  of 
Justice  and  National  Police 
agency  now  take  surveys  on  the 
incidence  of  school  bullying. 
Last  year  there  were  502  cases 
reported  involving  1,850  stu- 
dents. There  were  seven  sui- 
cides and  more  than  one 
murder  in  retaliation. 

Although  school  bullying  is  a 
far  from  a uniquely  Japanese 
phenomenon,'  few  societies  or 
education  systems  demand 
such  uniformity  of  attitudes 
and  have  an  examination 
system  so  regid  that  it  forces  all 
pupils  to  pursue  identical  lines 
of  pre-aniversity  study  regard- 
less of  their  individual  abilities 

A whole  host  of  other 
explanations  are  advanced  for 
bullying,  ranging  from  lack  of 
discipline  at  home  because  of 
the  frequent  absence  of  fathers 
to  too-rigid  rules  and  regu- 
lations imposed  by  schools

The  Times 
Profile: 
Roy  Lynk 


If  there  was  a single  moment  at 
which  Roy  Lynk  emerged  as  a 
serious  alternative  leader  for 
Nottinghamshire  miners,  it  came 
on  that  extraordinary  May  Day 
morning  at  Mansfield  last' year.  More 
than  11,000  working  miners  con- 
verged on  the  NUM  area  head- 
quarters to  demonstrate  their  anger  at 
the  leadership's  support  of  the  M- 
wcck-old  strike,  only  to  find  that 
4.000  striking  miners  were  already  in 
position  on  the  car  park  and 
surrounding  lawns. 

The  working  miners  were  kept  by 
police  - and  a sturdy  fence  - from  the 
strikers  and  the  headquarters,  they 
were  protecting.  But  over  the  heads  of 
the  crowd  they  could  see,  ranged 
along  the  first-floor  balcony,  their  area 
leaders.  These  included  Ray  Chad- 
burn.  who  (in  terms  he  would  later 
openly  regret)  exhorted  the  working 
miners  to  “get  up  off  their  knees”. 

Only  one  of  the  officials  and  area 
council  members  crowded  onto  the 
balcony  struck  a different  note. 
Provoking  what  working  miners  now 
recall  as  a hail  of  apple  cores,  stones 
and  clods  of  earth,  Lynk  grabbed  the 
microphone  long  enough  to  shout* 
“They  can't  fetch  you  out  without  a 
national  ballot  and  whatever  decision 
you  make  I will  support". 

It  was  a brief  message  but  a decisive 
step  on  the  long  march  towards  the 
Nous  breakaway  from  the  National 

If n ion  of  Mineworicers  and  last 
Friday's  vote  to  form  the  new  Union 
of  Democratic  Mineworkers  (UDM). 

The  nearest  Lynk  has  come  to 
public  exultation  over  his  stand  was 
in  a television  studio  last  Sunday 
when  he  grinned  broadly  and  gave  a 
devilish  little  wave  to  the  figure  of 
Ray  Chadbum,  whose  image  bore 
down  on  him  through  a big  TV 
monitor.  On  the  programme  Lynk 
warned  bluntly  in  his  flat  north  Notts 
accent  that  Oiadbum  would  never 
come  back  into  the  county  as  an 
official,  “as  long  as  he  lives". 

It  was  a symbol  of  the  decisiveness 
of  the  break  with  the  past,  from  a man 
who  now  has  to  be  taken  seriously  as 
a player  on  the  national  political  and 
industrial  stage  - and  not  only  by  Ian 
MacGregor,  the  National  Coal  Board 
chairman  who  has  warmly  welcomed 
the  UDM  but  who  could  find  Lynk  a 
less  pliable  negotiator  than  he  may 
imagine.  He  also  has  to  be  taken 
seriously  by  Arthur  ScargilL,  the  NUM 
president  who  is  already  losing 
members  by  the  thousand  as  miners 
pour  out  of  the  industry  and  has  now 
at  a stroke  lost  32.000  more.  Above 
all.  perhaps,  Neil  Kinnock  needs  to 
see  his  importance.  The  Labour  leader 
has  the  awesome  task  of  retaining 
support  from  the  UDM’s  members  - 
many  of  them,  like  Lynk,  active  in  the 
Labour  Party  for  20  years  or  more  - 
in  the  face  of  the  near-certainty  that 
the  TUC  will  refuse  the  UDM 
affiliation  and  so  disqualify  it  from 
the  Party  itself. 

Lynk.  the  focus  of  all  these 
tensions,  was  bom  in  Derbyshire  of 
Welsh  mining  stock  52  years  ago.  The 
eldest  son  of  a large  family,  which 
moved  early  in  his  life  to  what  is  still 
his  home  village  of  Sution-in-Ash- 
fleld,  he  joined  the  Royal  Navy  at  16. 
Two  years  later  he  was  forced  to 
return  home  on  compassionate  leave 
because  his  father  had  died,  and  he 
started  work  at  the  local  pit.  He 
disliked  his  first  taste  of  life 
underground  and  he  returned  to  sea. 
this  time  in  the  Merchant  Navy,  but 
marriage  brought  him  ashore  and  he 
went  down  the  pit  again,  this  lime,  as 
he  assumed,  for  keeps.

At  25.  however,  he  spent  six 
months  off  after  contracting  tinosivi- 
tis.  a disorder  which  afflicted  his  wrist 
as  a result  of  using  a pick  and  shovel 
at  the  coal-face. -Then  he  asked  his 
union  branch  .secretary  to  help  him 
get  his  old  job  back.  “He  said:  ‘I  can't 
do  anything  for  you' Lynk  explains. 
“So  I decided  I could  do  a better  job 
than  that."  Lynk  took  a Workers' 
Educational  Association  course  in 
politics  and  economics  and.  at  27, 
stood  against  the  incumbent  branch, 
secretary  and  won. 

Lynk  was  branch  secretary  at 
Sutton  colliery  for  1 8 years.  It  was  a 
geologically  difficult  pit  u>  mine:  and 
the  bargaining  In  an  era  when  piece- 
work rates  were'  negotiated  coal-face 
by  coal-face,  pit  by  pit.  was  equally 
tough.  In  his  early  years  as  a union 
official , Lynk  had  a reputation  for 
being  “rough". 

He  looked  after  his  members  with 
an  uninhibited  hard-swearing  style 
which  did  little  to  endear  him  to  NtB 
managers.  To  many  of  them  he 
seemed,  in  the  words  of  one.  “bloody 
difficult''.  But  he  satisfied  his 
members.  Despite  a series  of  con- 
tested elections  he  remained  continu- 
ously in  office  at  Sutton  until  197S. 

nc  NCB  executive  he  did 
j impress  was  Alan  Griffin, 
(now  an  academic  specializ- 
ing in  the  history  of  the  coal 
industry  but  then  an  indus- 
trial relations  officer  and  prominent 
Labour  Party  activist,  who  encour- 
aged the  young  Lynk  to  pursue  his 
trade  union  education.  Lynk  took  a 
certificate  course  in  trade  union 
studies  at  Nottingham  University's 
extra-mural  department.  “I  found 
him  an  effective  bargainer  as  a young 
man**,  says  Griffin,  “and  I was 
impressed  by  how  he  held  his  own  on 
the  Nottingham  course  where-  the 
students  were  mainly  graduates." 

Conditions  at  Sutton  were  fre- 
quently dangerous  and  Lynk  had  a 
reputation  for  making  trouble  for  the 
NCB  over  safety.  They  also  gave  him 
an  interest  in  first  aid  and  he  is  still  a 
sergeant  in  the  St  John  .Ambulance 


Brigade.  Even  his  political  opponents 
recognize  he  was  effective  at  pit  level. 
“He  was  a good  branch  secretary", 
admits  one  prominent  NUM  loyalist. 
“But  he  was  very  parochial.  Sutton 
was  his  domain  and  the  hell  with 
everyone  else." 

Even  those  friendlier  to  Lynk 
recognize  some  truth  in  this.  But  it 
was  not  the  whole  picture.  Griffin 
remembers  him  deliberating  long  and 
hard  about  the  Common  Market  and 
eventually  coming  down  in  favour. 
"Otherwise  f didn't  really  think  of 
him  then  as  on  the  right  of  the  Labour 
Party.  He  certainly  wasn’t  left  but  1 
should  say  more  towards  the  centre." 
In  the  1972  strike  he  was  an 
enthusiastic  picket  organizer,  as  his 
supporters  insist  he  would  have  been 
in  I9S4  if  the  strike  had  been  given 
the  authority  of  a national  ballot 
majority. 

Lynk  also  aspired  to  higher  office. 
As  Scargill  was  rising  conspicuously 
through  the  Yorkshire  NUM  hier- 
archy. Lynk  stood  - without  much 
significant  backing  - against  Ray 
Chadbum  for  a full-time  official’s 
post.  He  stood  on  a similar  platform 
of  "keeping  politics  out  of  the  unions'* 
but  he  Iosl  "I  ran  out  of  money  half- 
way through  the  campaign.”  he  says 
bluntly.  But  when  Len  Clarke 
resigned  as  the  Notts  president  in 
1978.  Lynk  ran  again  and  this  time 
made  it.  becoming  financial  secretary. 

He  insists  that  he  has  never 
personally  been  highly  ambitious.  He 
did  not  push  himself,  even  though  he 
undoubtedly  recognized  the  vacuum 
left  in  the  leadership  of  the  NUM’s 
right  wing  by  the  departure  of  Joe 
Gormley  and  Clarke.  And  it  almost 
certainly  crossed  his  mind  to  run 
against  Peter  Hcathfield  for  the 
general  secretary’s  job  when  Lawrence 
Dal>  mired.  Instead.  John  Walsh,  the 
north  Yorkshire  area  agent,  emerged 
as  the  challenger  from  the  right. 

If  it  had  not  been  for  the  traumatic 
events  of  I9S4.  Lynk  emphasizes,  he 
would  still  be  the  Notts  financial 
secretary.  The  decisive  event  was  the 
conversion  of  Ray  Chadbum.  and 
Notts  general  secretary  Henry 


Richardson,  to  the  cause  of  the  strike 
in  line  with  Scargil!  and  most  of  their 
own  area  council  - but  against  the 
majority  of  their  members  who  had 
resoundingly  rejected  strike  action  in 
their  own  area  ballot. 

“I  happen  to  be  in  the  position  I am 
by  the  default  of  others”,  Lynk  insists. 
“I  am  older  than  either  Henry 
Richardson  or  Ray  Chadbum  and  I 
had  settled  down  to  be  the  third-rank- 
ing official.  If  they  hadn't  deserted, 
you  wouldn't  be  here  talking  to  me 
today.” 

'hat  immeasurably  bol- 
stered Lynk's  position, 
however,  were  the  1984 
June  branch  elections 
which  swept  310  working 
miners,  and  only  four  strikers,  on  to 
local  committees  and  transformed  the 
area  council  and  the  executive  into  a 
body  which  saw  Lynk  as  their  natural 
leader  because  he  had  supported  the 
working  miners.  But  the  breakaway 
was  precipitated  by  the  July  confer- 
ence this  year  which  dismissed  Lynk 
and  his  colleague  David  Prendcigast 
as  NUM  employees  and  approved 
rule  changes  that  included  what  Lynk 
described  as  the  "abhorrent”  new 
disciplinary  procedure. 

Nevertheless  the  break  was  more 
sudden  than  anyone  outside  the  union 
expected.  At  a conference  in  Mans- 
field that  Saturday  it  was  Jed  Daley, 
the  delegate  at  Coigrave  and  a close 
friend  of  Roy  Lynk,  who  described 
the  treatment  meted  out  to  the  Nous 
delegates  at  Sheffield  - down  U>  the 
refusal  of  pro-strike  delegates  to  cal  at 
the  same  table  as  the  Notts  men. 
Daley  then  said  he  would  back  any 
proposal  to  break  away  now  rather 
.than  wait  to  be  expelled  for  refusing  to 
accept  the  new  rule  changes,  Lynk  is 
adamant  that  he  did  not  engineer  the 
breakaway.  Indeed,  it  was  Colin 
Clarke,  a veteran  of  the  national 
working  miners'  committee  who 
proposed  it  and  in  doing  so  seems  to- 
have  struck  a genuine  chord  with  the 
vast  majority  of  miners  present  The 
die  was  cast. 

Lynk  inevitably  invites  comparison 


with  George  Spencer,  the  MP  and 
Nottinghamshire  miners’  president 
who  led  a breakaway  in  1926.  The 
charge  of  Spcnperism  has  reverber- 
ated since  early  in  the  strike  and 
revived  all  the  old  bitterness  against 
Notts  miners  from  more  militant 
coalfields.  It  has  been  fuelled,  loo,  by 
the  publicity  given  to  the  pension 
fund  which  Spencer  set  up  for  Notts 
miners,  and  which  leaves  with  its 
trustees  the  right  to  draw  £50  per 
month  expenses  and  a wide  measure 
of  discretion  on  how  to  allocate  the 
money.  Because  of . the  publicity, 
pressure  may  increase  for  changes  to 
its  administration  though  Lynk  is  no 
more  implicated  by  the  present 
system  than  any  Nous  miners'  leaders 
before  him. 

In  reality,  Spencer  and  Lynk  are 
very  different  men.  Spencer,  though 
able,  was  a socialite,  friend  of  colliery 
owners,  an  associate  of  the  Duke  of 
Portland  and  Deputy  Lieutenant  of 
Nottinghamshire.  Lynk  is  .a  genuine 
populist,  happiest  among  his  own 
members  in  the  Sutton  welfare  club. 
For  relaxation  he  admits  to  nothing 
more  than  watching  Nottingham 
Forest  and.  even  better,  watching  his 
son.  one  of  five  children  still  at  home, 
playing  for  Forest's  under- 1 3s. 

An  Associate  who  has  known  him 
for  20  years  says:  "He  has,  well,  not 
an  inferiority  complex,  but  he's 
sometimes  over-conscious  of  the 
limitations  of  his  background."  It  is 
apparent  in  the  more  guarded 
approach  he  adopts  to  Fleet  Street 
journalists  Lhan  docs  his  successor  as 
financial  secretary,  David  P render- 
gas  l . who  enjoys  handling  the  media. 

The  populism  shows  in  the  claim 
he  has  submitted  to  the  NCB  in  the 
first  separate  pay  negotiations  for 
Notts.  Many  of  the  elements,  like 
better  severance  terms  for  the  under- 
50s,  spring  directly  from  the  griev- 
ances heard  time  and  time  again  from 
‘ordinary  miners.  It  may  be  remi- 
niscent of  the  approach  to  trade 
unionism  of  the  late  Terry  Duffy, 
leader  of  the  engineers'  union.  One 
official  in  a union  outside  the  coal 
industry  claimed  last  week:  “All  the 
emphasis  on  ballots  and  on  listening 
to  what  the  ordinary  members  are 
saying  is  sheer  Duffy”. 

Faced  with  the  choice  of  staying 
with  the  union's  national  policy  and 
his  base  among  his  own  members, 
Roy  Lynk  unhesitatingly  chose  the 
latter.  Last  week,  with  a resounding 
72  per  cent  majority,  the  members 
rewarded  him.  Now  he  faces  the  test 
of  how  far  the  UDM  can  be  extended 
beyond  that  base. 

Even  if  it  does  not  (and  there  arc 
real  signs  that  Warwickshire  could 
soon  be  persuaded  to  join),  the 
Nottinghamshire  coalfield  - with  its 
prospects  of  expansion  across  the  1 80 
million  tonne  coal-rich  Witham 
Prospect  - is  unlikely  to  return  to  the 
NUM  for  many  years  other  than  on 
its  own  terms.  In  the  meantime,  Roy 
Lynk  is  here  to  stay.

carried  out  by  MORI  for  the 
Technical  Change  Centre,  and 
sponsored  by  the  Economic  and 
Social  Research  Council  and  the 
Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry. 

Six  in  ten  adults  agree  that 
they  are  confident  enough  to 
keep  up  with  new  technologies 
as  thev  affect  their  lives  and 


only  25  per  cent  disagree. 
However,  four  in  ten  agree,  and 
the  same  number  disagree,  that 
Technical  development  poses  a 
considerable  threat  to  man- 
kind.* 

None  the  less.  S4  per  cent 
believe  that  ‘new  technology  is 
essential  to  Britain's  prosperity' 
and  three  in  lour  (76  per  cent) 
that  'the  Government  should  do 
more  to  encourage  it." 

There  was  overwhelming 
acceptance  for  future  develop- 
ment of  applications  of  science 
and  technology  in  fields  like 
medical  transplants  (79  per 
cent),  new  medicines  (75  per 
cent),  alternative  sources  of 
energy*  (73  per  cent)  and 
computers  to  help  children 
learn  (70  per  cent).

Czeching  the  id 
back  in 


A week  of  slim  volumes,  as  if 
the . publishers  were  dying  oi 
indigestion  at  giving  birth  to  the 
candidates  for  the  Booker  Prize. 
The  Prague  Orgy  is  more  zjeu 
d‘ esprit  or  endpiece  to  Philip 
Roth's  trilogy  about  the  writer 
Nathan  Zuckcrman  than  a 
novella  in  its  own  nght. 
Zuckerman  meets  two  Czech 
refugees  in  New  York  and 
pursues  a collection  of  Yiddish 
short  stories  through  the  de- 
pravities. deceptions,  ana  cir- 
cumlocutions of  Prague.  But 
that  city  of  intrigue  is  seen 
wholly  through  Zuckerman  s 
prose  and  paranoia,  so  that  it 
seems  like  a seedy  Bohemia  in 
America.  Everything  that  hap- 
pens >n  Czechoslovakia, 
Zuckerman  is  told,  is  “Pure 
Schweik,  pure  Kafka.”  Every- 
thing in  The  Prague  Orgy  is 
“Pure  Roth,  pure  Brooklyn." 

Yet  this  is  a scabrous,  gutsy, 
and.  scathing  book.  Roth’s 
disdain  for  lire  subterfuges  that 
the  Czechs  have  adopted  to 
survive  under  Russian  occu- 
pation is  matched  by  an 
unexpected  rebellion  from  the 
pleasures- of  the  flesh.  Zucker- 
man acually  flees  from  carnal 
knowledge  while  aspiring  fo 
quick  truths  in  an  urban 
wilderness  of  webs.  Curiously, 
he  hurries  past  the  Prague 
ghetto,  the  most  ancient  and 
best-preserved  in  Europe,  to  a 
conclusion  that  leaves  him 
accused  as  a Zionist  agent. 
Zuckerman  spends  too  short  a 
time  in  Prague  for  more  than  a 
flying  scrutiny,  with  laughter 
and  speculation,  without  roots 
or  excavation.  Stories.  Zucker- 
man thinks,  are  what  the  Czechs 
have  instead  of  life.  This  story 
is  an  intellectual's  visit  abroad 
instead  of  living  there. 

Rachel  Ingalls  is  as  brief  as  an 
incantation  or  a spell.  Her 
laconic  prose  lures  the  matter  of 
fact  into  magic.  Her  first  tale  in 
Three  of  a Kind  takes  a rich 
couple  and  their  chauffeur  to 
the  Far  EasL.  where  the  illusions 
of  the  wile  end  in  her  death.  She 
has  consulted  a child-goddess 
and  heard  that  true  Jove  is  poor. 
Or  is  it  pure?  That  ambiguity  is 
not  resolved  by  her  dying. 

In  the-  other  two  tales,  an 
American  girl  becomes  trapped 
in  an  alpine  hotel  by  geriatric 
plutocrats;  a Californian  monk 
is  visited  by  the  naked  Angel 
Gabriel,  conceives,  and  be- 
comes a pregnant  woman.  None 
of  these  stories  would  seem  very 
likely,  if  Rachel  Ingalls  did  not 
have  a perfect  car  for  small  talk, 
and  a pen  that  pares  words  to 
the  bone.  In  her  world,  the  step 
from  the  domestic  to  the 
fantastic  is  not  through  a

Written  in 
modern  Cosmopolitan  prose, 
alert  with  jokes  about  mothers- 
in-law  and  designer  clothes  and 
psychiatry  and  even  Northrop 
Frye.’  the  book  skedaddles 
between  the  Flood  and  modem 
times  more  disrespectfully  than 
a version  of  4004  BC  and  All 
That.  The  Ark  is  made  into  a 
zoo  with  press  conferences  and 
animal  high  spirits.  If  you  find 
the  Monty  Python  Life  of  Brian 
amusing,  this  is  your  comic 
book  of  revelations.

Change  of  Pace

Among  the  political  minefields 
looming  before  the  government  is 
one  that  has  not  made  headlines  so 
far  but  could  explode  as  the  parties 
prepare  for  the  next  general  election, 
it  stretches  in  a huge  ring  through 
the  Home  Counties,  much  of  it 
coloured  green  on  the  planners* 
maps.

The  first  rumble  of  this  conflict 
came  in  August  1983,  when  I Oof  the 
country's  biggest  housebuilders 
announced  that  they  were  uniting  - 
under  the  name  Consortium  Devel- 
opments - to  campaign  for  an 
adequate  supply  of  housing  land  in 
south-east  England  in  the  late  1980s 
and  1990s.  Last  April,  the  consor- 
tium, which  includes  Barrau,  Bo  vis. 
Ideal  Homes  and  Wimpey.  unveiled 
a plan  to  build  new’  country  towns  in 
the  south-east.  In  May  it  announced 
a proposal  to  build  the  first,  to  house 

14.000  people,  at  Tillingham  Hall 
between  Upminster,  at  the  eastern 
fringe  of  Greater  London,  and 
Basildon  in  Essex. 

These  private  enterprise  new 
towns,  the  consortium  says,  are 
necessary  because  the  south-east  has 
a housing  crisis:  the  local  planning 
authorities  are  not  allocating  enough 
land.  The  builders  claim  that  by  the 
end  of  the  decade  there  will  be  a 
shortage  of  250,000  new  homes; 
during  the  1990s.  on  present  plans, 
matters  will  become  even  worse. 

They  quote  a recent  Department 
of  the  Environment  forecast  that 
between  1981  and  1991  there  will  be 

720.000  extra  households  in  the 
region  - against  the  local  authorities' 
estimate  of  only  540,000. 

For  the  1990s  the  discrepancy 
grows  worse.  In  April  the  planning 
authorities,  through  their  Loudon 
and  South-East  Regional  Planning 
Conference,  estimated  that  only 

460.000  extra  homes  would  be 
needed,  some  of  which  could  come 
through  conversions  of  existing 
older  houses.  Their  chosen  strategy 
is  to  concentrate  the  new  house-

Not  ev-en  the  high  hopes  and 
lofty  ideals  in  which  it  began 
envisaged  that  the  countries  of 
the  world  actually  come  to  love 
each  other.  The  hope  was  that  its 
chemistry  would  at  least  prevent 
a repetition  of  the  wars  which 
Jad  devastated  parts  of  the  First 
Wprld  and  the  Third  already 
twice  in  the  Twentieth  Century. 
Yet  as  Conor  Cruise  O’Brien 
pointed  out  in  this  newspaper 
yesterday,  some  20  million 
people  have  died  in  wars  since 
1 945.  Nor  can  the  avoidance  of  • 
anything  worse  be  directly  attri- 
buted to  its  healing  influence. 

But_the  UN  has  had  its  plus 
points!  Its  peacekeeping  role, 
although  not  covered  by  the 
charter,  has  become  an  estab- 
lished part  of  international 
politics.  Fewer  than  15.000 
troops  now  sport  the  pale  blue 
UN  beret;  as  a kind  of  world 
police  patrolling  a ceasefire 
which  the  warring  parties  have 
agreed  to,  they  have  proved  their 
worth.  The  system  does  not 
always  work.  The  outbreak  of  the 
Six  Day  War  in  1967  was  a mark 
of  its  failure.  But  it  has  been 


invaluable  in  Cyprus,  in  Leba- 
non and  on  the  Golan  Heights. 
This  is  just  as  well  because 
peacekeeping  has  cost  quite  a lot 
- £20  million  a year  for  British 
forces  in  Cyprus  for  example.  It 
has  caused  friction  at  times 
between  the  members  - the 
British  Government  irritably 
protesting  for  instance  that  the 
Russians  have  not  paid  their 
peacekeeping  dues.  But  the 
system  has  come  to  be  accepted. 

The  Secretary-General  has 
developed  into  a still  less 
dispensable  part  of  international 
diplomacy.  The  present  office 
holder,  Senor  Javier  Perez  de 
Cuellar,  has  become  a familiar 
political  and  peace  broker,  trav- 
elling the  world,  his  ex  officio 
neutrality  preferred  to  that  of 
any  third-party  arbiter.  The  Gulf 
war,  Cyprus  and  Afghanistan 
are  not  perhaps  impressive 
examples  of  his  success  and  nor 
for  that  matter  was  the  UN  able 
to  avert  the  Falklands  War.  But 
these  are  difficult  problems  and 
the  important  thing  is  that  he  has 
been  recognized  as  the  man  most 
likely  to  succeed. 

The  General  Assembly  for  all 
its  imperfections  does  still  con- 
stitute a forum  in  which  most  of 
the  world's  nations  can  be  seen 
to  be  heard.  That  it  has  been  so 
badly  abused  by  so  many  who 
have  probably  helped  to  bring 
the.  UN  itself  into  disrepute  by 
instituting  long  and  irrelcvent 
debates  is  a fault  which  badly 
needs  addressing.  Topics  like 
decolonization  or  disarmament 
have  been  turned  into  propa- 
ganda issues  suggesting  the  need 
for  a fundamental  examination 
of  agenda  and  timetables.  The 
assembly  still  remains  part  of  the 
steam  valve  machinery  which 
needs  overhauling  rather  than 
discarding.  And  the  annual 
gatherings  of  foreign  ministers  iq 


New  York  at  the  opening  of  the 
assembly  in  September  have 
become  an  important  part  of  the 
diplomatic  calendar. 

The  Security  Council  provides 
an  even  more  glaring  example  of 
an  institution  which  is  badly  in 
need  of  change.  The  capacity  for 
reform  lies  largely  in  the  minds 
of  men,  of  governments  who 
have  too  often  used  the  council 
for  propaganda,  denunciation  of 
each  other  or  for  the  resolution 
of  bilateral  differences  which 
have  little  to  do  with  the 
council's  principal  peacekeeping 
function.  Senor  Perez  de  Cuellar 
has  himself  urged  that  the 
council  should  be  made  more 
use  of  as  an  instrument  of 
“preventive  diplomacy."  This 
could  mean  enabling  the  Sec- 
retary-General to  summon  the 
council  for  periodic  meetings  to 
consider  emerging  issues  in  the 
world.  This  would  be  additional 
to  the  council’s  function  of 
considering  disputes  which  have 
been  formally  brought  to  its 
attention. 

Sir  Geoffrey  Howe  has  himself 
proposed  a new  kind  of  Security 
Council  meeting  which  would  be 
both  private  and  formal,  to 
which  the  parties  to  a quarrel 
could  bring  their  cases  for 
discussion  free  from  the  glare  of 
publicity  and  the  temptations 
which  this  gives  rise  to.  Mean- 
while il  should  also  be  remem- 
bered that  a number  of  Security 
Council  resolutions  have  be- 
come seminal  position  points  in 
continuing  disputes  - like  242 
and  338  in  the  Middle  East 

But  the  best  way  to  celebrate 
today  is  to  look  to  the  fiiture  of 
the  UN,  not  its  past  - and  begin 
the  refining  process  which  it 
needs  to  press  on  towards  the 
hopes  and  the  ideals  that  are  still 
high  in  the  clouds  above. 


HOT  WORDS  IN  HOUSTON 


Sir  John  Hermon  is  a fine 
policeman.  As  chief  constable  of 
the  Royal  Ulster  Constabulary 
he  has  the  most  challenging 
police  command  in  the  British 
Isles:  to  keep  the  peace  among 
one  and  a half  million  people, 
divided  in  historic  enmity, 
undergoing  a barely  suppressed 
armed  insurrection,  and  with  an 
open  border  to  the  South,  where 
society  is  officially  hostile  but 
patchily  sympathetic  to  the 
insurgents.  The  discipline,  mor- 
ale and  operational  efficiency  of 
the  RUC  are  in  a far  better  state 
than  might  be  expected  from  the 
strains  to  which  it  is  subjected 
and  the  casualties  it  has  suffered. 
No  police  force  in  that  position 
is  going  to  escape  allegations  of 
partiality  and  specific  miscon- 
duct; the  wonder  is  that  such 
allegations  are  so  seldom  made 
out  In  the  past  couple  of  months 
both  Mr  Seamus  Mallon,  deputy 
leader  of  the  SDLP,  and  Mr  Ian 
Paisley,  leader  of  the  Democratic 
Unionists  have  issued  demands 
for  Sir  John  Hermon’s  removal. 
The  demands  taken  together  are 
testimony  to  his  professional 
impartiality.

As  reported  in  the  Toronto 
Sun  Sir  John  questioned  the 
Irish  Government’s  commit- 
ment to  the  penetration  of 
republican  terrorist  groups;  said 
that  the  policing  effort  there  is 
distracted  by  an  upsurge  of  drug 
trafficking  and  street  crime;  that 
terrorists  live  in  safe  houses 
yards  from  the  border  where 
they  plan  attacks  on  the  North; 
that  the  RUC  had  made  94 
extradition  requests  of  which 
only  four  had  been  met;  and 
added  for  good  measure,  that 
more  than  half  of  the  Roman 
Catholics  in  Northern  Ireland 
would  be  happy  to  keep  .the  place 
separate  from  the  Republic. 
Whatever  the  truth  may  be,  he 
scores  a duck  in  diplomacy. 

Fortunately  for  all  concerned 
the  Toronto  Sun  reporter  is  not 
maintaining  that  he  gave  a 
verbatim  account  of  Sir  John's 
remarks,  rather  a fair  impression 
of  the  views  expressed.  Yester- 
day Sir  John  went  over  his 
speech  notes  with  Mr  Tom  King, 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the 
notes  confirm,  so  the  Northern 
Ireland  Office  says,  that  Sir  John 
did  not  criticize  the  Garda  in  the 
manner  implied,  that  they  are  a 
fine  body  of  men  and  do  not  lack 
the  will  to  combat  terrorism,  and 
that  co-operation  on  the  ground 
between  the  two  forces  is  good  - 
though  he  did  permit  himself  to 
express  concern  at  the  scale  of 
resources  made  available  to  the 
Garda  for  the  suppression  of 
terrorism. 

The  message  sent  to  Dublin 
yesterday  is  that  the  chief 


constable  was  speaking  for 
himself,  that  he  did  not  say  all  he 
is  reported  to  have  said,  and  that 
what  he  did  not  say  is  not  in 
accordance  with  British  policy  or 
thinking  anyway.  The  Irish 
Government  appears,  sensibly  if 
leniently,  to  be  satisfied  with 
those  assurances  and  not  to  be 
inclined  to  press  the  matter 
fiirther.  Not  so  Mr  Haughey. 

Since  both  governments  still 
want  to  come  out  of  their  long 
negotiations  with  something 
positive  to  show  for  it,  it  suits 
neither  to  have  a Houston 
postmortem  directed  at  whether 
Sir  John  was  really  misreported, 
or  whether  he  has  unsaid  what 
he  did  say,  or  whether  he  has 
unsaid  nothing  while  shaping  his 
denials  to  what  he  neither  said 
nor  was  reported  as  saying.

Perhaps  it  is  because  of  their  own 
feelings  of  powerlcssness  and  experi- 
ence of  problems  of  unemployment, 
homelessness  and  lack  of  purpose 
that  our  young  people  can  identify 
with  the  daily  suffering  of  millions 
of  young  people  overseas.

As  director  of  the  world  develop- 
ment wing  of  the  world’s  largest 
youth  movement,  the  YMCA,  I 
have  increasingly  noticed  that  young 
people  are  becoming  more  and  more 
aware  that  we  are  part  of  one  tvorld 
and  are  responding  themselves  in  a 
whole  host  of  imaginative  ways,  e.g., 
by  sending  money,  refurbishing 
hand  tools  for  village  workers  in 
Africa  and  establishing  direct  links 
with  communities  overseas.  But 
they  look  to  the  Government  of  the 
day  to  act  decisively  in  other  areas, 
such  as  increasing  effective  aid  to 
the  poorest  in  the  poor  countries 
and  implementing  policies,  such  as 
cancelling  debts,  which  will  allow 
the  poor  io  escape  from  the  vicious 
cycle  of  poverty.

$ir.  There  are  two  arguments  against 
Britain,  and  indeed  the  “world 
community",  instituting  economic 
sanctions  against  South  Africa. 

The  first  is  that  they  may  not 
work  or  that  most  of  the  immediate 
suffering  will  foil  on  the  intended 
beneficiaries.  This  seems  to  me  to  be 
a bad  argument.  The  same  argument 
applies  to  making  war.  No  one  can 
accurately  predict  the  result  of  war, 
and  anyway  it  is  an  end-state  which 
is  being  aimed  at. 

The  second  argument  is  better. 
This  is  that  South  Africa  has  done 
nothing  that  merits  having  sanctions 
applied  against  it.  Economic  sanc- 
tions presuppose  a casus  belli. 

■ Typically,  they  are  a measure  of 
collective  defence  against  an  agg- 
ressor. Their  logic  leads  to  a state  of 
war  if  sanctions  feiL  How  a 
sovereign  State  treats  its  own 
subjects  has  not  hitherto  been 
recognised  as  a cause  of  war. 

It  is  not  enough  for  advocates  of 
sanctions  to  show  that  they  will  help 
change  for  the  better  in  South 
Africa.  They  must  show  that  another 
sovereign  State  (or  a group  of  such) 
is  under  military  threat  from  South 
Africa.  What  are  the  arguments  for 
this  proposition? 

It  may  be  that  advocates  of 
sanctions  are  seeking  to  establish  a 
new  casus  belli,  namely  the  existence 
of  a state  of  apartheid.  If  so.  it  is 
surely  up  to  them  to  show  that  this  is 
a uniquely  relevant  ground  for 
foreign  intervention  in  the  domestic 
affairs  of  a sovereign  State. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  our 
postwar  system  of  international 
order  rests  on  the  principle  of 
national  sovereignty.  This  principle 
is  the  strongest  safeguard  of  the 
independence  of  states.  Advocates  of 
sanctions  should  show  convincingly 
why  the  state  of  affairs  in  South 
Africa  uniquely  requires  its  breach. 

None  of  the  above  applies,  of 
course,  to  moral  suasion  or  private 
abstention  from  commercial  or 
other  intercourse  with  South  Africa.

Queen’s  prerogative

Sir,  There  are  two  errors  in  Mr 
Norman's  letter  (September  24)  and 
it  is  important  that  they  should  be 
corrected  if  Canadian  precedents  are 
not  to  be  misconstrued  in  Britain. 

First,  the  Grown  in  Ontario,  in  the 
person  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
did  not  call  upon  the  Tory  leader  to 
try  to  form  a government;  the 
Tories,  in  office  before  the  election, 
remained  in  office  after  it;  and,  as 
was  their  right,  they  prepared  a 
throne  speech  and  met  the  legis- 
lature. It  was  only  after  their  defeat 
in  the  legislature  that  the  Crown 
came  into  public  play. 

Secondly,  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor did  not  at  this  stage  deny  the 
Premier's  request  for  a new  election; 
it  had  already  been  made  dear 
“through  the  usual  channels”  that 
such  a request-  would  not  be 
entertained  if  it  were  possible  for  an 
alternative  government  to  be  for- 
med; and  the  other  two  parties,  had 
already  signified  their  intention  to 
sustain  such  a government. 

This  is  a crucial  point,  for  it  is 
often  argued  in  Britain  that  because 
there  are  no  modern  precedents  for  a 
royal  refusal  of  a request  to  dissolve 
Parliament,  the  power  to  refuse  is 
moribund.  Surely,  Sir,  The  Timer 
got  it  right  in  1950  when  it  wrote 
that  the  fact  that  acute  controversy 
concerning  the  role  of  the  Crown 
has  been  consistently  avoided  in  the 
United  Kingdom  for  more  than  a century 
is  evidence,  not  that  the  Sovereign  has 
been  bound  by  convention  invariably  to 
follow  the  advice  of  a government  to 
dissolve  Parliament,  instead  of  seeking 
an  alternative  ministry,  but  that... all 
ministers  have  been  particularly  scrupu- 
lous to  shield  the  Sovereign  from  the 
necessity  of  nuking  any  debatable  use  of 
the  royal  discretion.

Changes  in  the  family 

From  the  Director  of  the  National 
Council  for  One  Parent  Families 
Sir,  Digby  Anderson  (October  15), 
in  bis  broad  moralising  sweep,  views 
the  “normal"  family  as  under  attack 
from  every  side.  The  Government, 
according  to  him,  is  part  of  a 
conspiracy  to  encourage  - if  not 
force  - the  family's  demise. 
Amongst  those  who  campaign  for 
what  he  calls  the  “casualties  of  the 
family"  are  those  with  good  motives 
and  those  with  bad  motives.  He 
wants  compassion  but  not  cash. 

The  facts  rather  spoil  his  case. 
The  truth  is  that  the  form  of  the 
family  is  changing.  There  are  now 
approximately  930,000  single-parent 
families,  according  to  the  Office  of 
Population  Censuses  and  Surveys, 
and  a growing  number  of  extended 
families  which  include  the  children 
of  more  than  one  marriage. 

It  is  not  the  role  of  government  in 
a democratic  society  to  impose  a 
moral  view  upon  its  citizens. 
Thankfully  we  still  have  government 
by  consent  and  our  citizens  are 
clearly  exercising  their  choices  as  to 
how  they  construct  their  family 
lives. 

For  those  of  us  in  organisations 
who  pick  up  the  pieces  of  Mr 
Anderson’s  “normal”  family  casual- 
ties compassion  cannot  exist  with- 
out supplying  for  them  the  means  of 
survival.  It  is  a thoroughly  good 
thing  that  the  children  in  one-parent 
families  arc  less  stigmatised  now 
than  they  were,  and  we  hope  that  no 
politicians  will  join  Mr  Anderson’s 
campaign  of  vilification  which 
would  seek  to  ever  exclude  thou- 
sands of  children  from  financial 
support  and  social  acceptance.

From  Mrs  Elizabeth  Harrison 
Sir,  Digby  Anderson’s  plea  for  a 
“normal  family"  lobby  is  both  wise 
and  timely.  In  two  ways  particularly 
the  results  of  Government  policy  in 
recent  years  have  blighted  the  lives 
of  many  children. 

Over  30  years  ago,  when  I was  a 
student,  most  unmarried  mothers 
(without  financial  support  and  the 


offer  of  a council  “staffer  flat”),  had 
only  one  option:  to  have  their  babies 
adopted.  There  are  still  many  more 
prospective  adopters  than  babies 
available  but  immature,  lonely  girls 
are  encouraged  to  keep  their  babies 
with  tiie  result  that  boyfriends  soon 
move  in  and  tensions  arise  that  are 
surely  -part  of  the  cause  of  the 
shameful  increase  in  child  abuse.  • 

Also  during  this  time,  many 
children's  lives  have  noticeably  been 
changed  by  policies  affecting  women 
at  work.  It  can  be  a considerable 
burden  for  employers  to  have  to 
keep  open  the  jobs  of  mothers  who 
leave  to  have  babies.  It  also  means 
that  very  young  babies  are  put  out  to 
child  minders  or  into  nurseries  - 
very  much  a second-best  environ- 
ment for  their  emotional  and 
intellectual  growth.  This  happens 
across  all  social  classes. 

I was  once  a young  mother 
bringing  up  a family  in  a social 
climate  which  actively  encouraged 
women  to  sec  the  worth  of  nurturing 
their  own  children.

In  fact,  of  the  49  Commonwealth 
nations  31  are  multi-party  democ- 
racies: since  1980,  there  have  been 
changes  of  government  in  11  of 
these  (Belize  and  Mauritius  among 
them),  while,  in  the  others,  such  as 
Fiji,  India  and  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  governing  party  has  been, 
democratically  confirmed  in  office 
(although  individual  prune  minis- 
ters have  changed). 

An  additional  seven  members 
(small  nations  such  as  Kiribati  and 
Tuvalu)  have  no  formal  party 
structures  but  none  the  less  have 
vibrant  democratically-elected  legis- 
latures. 

There  are  11  nations  remaining, 
eight  of  which  are  in  Africa. 
Presumably,  it  is  these  which  lead 
Mr  Fairbaim  to  his  grotesque 
exaggerations,  although  it  is  worth 
noting  that  America’s  Freedom 
House  classifies  only  Malawi, 
Tanzania  and  Uganda  as  “not  free”. 

In  what  is  called  the  “Third 
World"  (a  meaningless  term  in- 
vented by  a Frenchman),  Common- 
wealth countries  are  almost  in- 
variably better  than  their  neigh- 
bours. in  terms  of  individual 
freedom  and  the  rule  of  law.  The 
Commonwealth  has  good  cause  to 
be  proud  of  its  democratic  members 
in  the  Americas,  Asia  and  the 
Pacific,  and  these  countries  should 
now  be  addressing  themselves  to  the 
dreadful  state  of  both  black  and 
white  Africa.

Hawley  Harvey  Crippen  was  charged 
on  October  18  with  the  murder  of  his 
wife  by  poisoning  on  February  1/2, 
1910.  His  capture  had  been  dramatic. 

Crippen  and  his  mistress  Ethel  Le 
New,  both  in  disguise,  left  for  Quebec 
on  the  SS  Montrose  on  July  20.  A 
warrant  for  their  arrest  had  been 
issued  on  the  16th.  The  captain  of  the 
ship  recognised  them  and  sent  a radio 
message  to  London.  The  police,  sailing 
in  a faster  vessel,  boarded  the 
Montrose  on  its  arrival  and  arrested 
the  two.  Crippen  was  executed  at 
PentonuiUc  Prison  on  November  22. 
Ethel  Le  Neve  was  found  not  guilty  on 
the  charge  of  accessory  after  the  fact 


The  Loro  -Chief  Justice.  [Lord 
Ahrerstone]  having  assumed  the  black 
cap.  solemnly  pronounced  sentence.  He 
said;- 

“ Haw  ley  Harvey  Crippen.  you  have 
been  convicted  upon  evidence  which 
can  leave  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any 
reasonable  man  that  you  cruelly 
poisoned  your  wife,  and  to  conceal  your 
crime  mutilated  her  body  and  disposed 
piecemeal  of  her  remains,  to  possess 
yourself  of  her  properly  and  use  it  for 
your  own  purposes. 

“It  was  further  established  that  as 
soon  as  suspicion  was  aroused  you  fled 
bom  justice  and  took  every  measure  to 
conceal  your  flight 

“On  the  ghastly  and  wicked  nature  of 
the  crime  T will  not  dwell.  I only  tell 
you,  you  must  entertain  no  expectation 
or  hope  that  you  will  escape  the 
consequences  of  your  crime,  and  I 
implore  you  to  malm  your  peace  with 
Almighty  God. 

“The  sentence  of  the  Law  is  that  you 
be  taken  from  this  place  to  a lawful 
prison,  and  thence  to  a plan  of 
execution,  that  you  be  there  hanged  by 
the  neck  until  you  are  dead,  ana  that 
your  body  be  buried  within  the 
precincts  or  the  prison  in  which  you 
shall  be  confined  before  your  execution. 
And  may  the  Lord  have  mercy  on  your 
soul!” 

The  Crippen  Trial. 

A trial  which  has  excited  more 
interest  than  any  other  in  this  country 
for  many  years,  perhaps  greater  than 
any  since  the  trial  of  Palmer  for 
poisoning  Cook,  ended  on  Saturday  in 
the  only  way  in  which  it  could  and. 
Hawley  Harvey  Crippen  was  found 

guilty  by  the  jury  after  a short 
deliberation,  and  he  was  condemned  to 
death,  the  Judge  holding  out  no  hope 
that  the  sentence  would  not  be  carried 
out. . . . Only  one  feature  of  the  trial  is 
to  be  regretted.  It  bad  some  accessories 
which,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  not  attend 
future  trials  for  murder,  and  against 
which  it  is  to  be  earnestly  desired 
Judges  will  set  their  feces.  A Criminal 
Court  is  not  a show  room  nor  is  such  a 
trial  of  the  nature  of  a matinee:  the  Old 
Bailey  is  not  a place  to  which 
fashionable ' ladies  may  fitly  go  in 
search  of  the  latest  sensation,  where 
actors  may  hope  to  pick  up  suggestions 
as  to  a striking  gesture  or  a novel 
expression,  and  where  descriptive 
writers  may  look  for  good  copy.  All  that 
a trial  ought  to  be  so  hr  as  the 
demeanour  of  those  professionally 
concerned,  this  trial  is  a warning  of  the 
danger  of  an  increase  in  accessories 
which  are  wholly  inconsistent  with  the 
atmosphere  of  a Court  of  Justice;  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  in  future  there  will 
be  less  readiness  to  gratify  obtrusive 
and  not  altogether  harmless  curiosity. . 

The  trial  will  long  be  remembered  for 
two  things.  It  has  shown,  as  no  other 
trial  before  did,  that  in  the  struggle  of 
law  against  crime  justice  is  now  armed 
with  new  and  formidable  weapons.  We 
do  not  refer  merely  to  the  dramatic  fact 
that  by  means  of  wireless  telegraphy 
the  Captain  of  the  Montrose  was  able 
in  mid-ocean  to  communicate  with  the 
police,  so  that  when  the  voyage  was 
over  Inspector  Dew  was  waiting  to 
apprehend  Crippen.  Not  for  the  first 
time  have  criminals  of  late  found  that 
the  world  has  been  virtually  smaller 
than  it  was,  that  there  is  no  longer  any 
safe  hiding-place  for  fugitives  from 
justice. . . . The  trial  will  be  memorable, 
too,  for  another  reason.  The  man  who 
had  committed  one  of  the  foulest  of 
murders,  and  cruelly  mutilated  the 
body  of  his  wife,  was  popular,  and  to  all 
who  knew  him  be  seemed  genial  and 
kindly.  The  coolness  which  he  showed 
after  he  bad  committed  the  murder  was 
great;  but  more  marvellous  was  the 
cairn  which  he  maintained  throughout 
the  trial,  the  demeanour  of  innocence 
bo  counterfeited  as  to  deceive  any  one 
who  forgot  the  evidence,  and  the 
imperturbability  with  which  he  stood 
cross-examination  and  sought  to 
support  one  falsehood  by  another.  The 
story  disclosed  in  this  trial  reveals 
possibilities  in  human  nature  of 
superficial  geniality  combined  with 
absolute  callousness,  a kindliness  of 
disposition,  real  perhaps  within  limits, 
coupled  with  an  incapacity  for  pity 
which  the  annals  of  crime  have  not 
often  equalled. 


A proper  study

Sir,  Of  course  academics  should  not 
make  their  political  stance  “a 
foregone  conclusion  of  their  sub- 
ject”; yet  Roger  Scruton  seems  to  do 
just  that  in  his  diatribe  against 
sociology  (October  8).  He  pins  this 
to  an  account  of  a British  Associ- 
ation event,  on  which  others 
involved  will  no  doubt  want  to 
comment  But  in  any  case,  unless 
five  feathers  make  a hen,  summary 
allegations  against  "several  aca- 
demic sociologists"  are  hardly 
evidence  that  “the  resources  of  a 
whole  discipline  are  diverted  to  the 


task  of  fortifying  a political 
dogma . . 

His  unrecognisable  caricature 
exemplifies  just  the  kind  of  argu- 
ment by  “spurious  equivalence” 
which  he  castigates.  In  a few  highly 
coloured  paragraphs  he  manages  to 
equate  the  “whole  discipline"  of 
sociology  with  “bad  sociology”,  with 
“peace  education,  child  of  soci- 
ology’s most  polluted  slums”  and 
with  encouragement  of  terrorism  - 

Dr  Scruton  must  pick  his  way  in 
reading  sociology  much  as  the  Devil 
does  in  reading  the  Bible:  I know  of 
a few  sociologists  who  seem  to 
equate  any  exercise  of  power  with 
violence.  Most  do  not.  But  they 


would  be  poor  observers  of  society  - 
no  less  ideologically  skew-eyed  than 
Dr  Scruton’s  bates  rtoires  - if  they 
friiftd  to  concern  themselves  with 
the  ways  in  which,  within  a 
democratic  framework  of  insti- 
tutions to  encourage  “consent  and 
compromise”,  superior  command  of 
material  and  cultural  resources  is  a 
potent  source  of  power:  not  “equiva- 
lent” to  the  use  of  violence,  either 
analytically  or  morally,  but  often 
durable  and  effective  precisely  by 

contrast.

New  hope  over  cerebral  paralysis 


The  Soviet  State  Committee  for 
Inventions  and  Discoveries  has 
tested  a method  of  diagnosing  and 
treating  one  specific  form  of 
infantile  cerebral  paralysis  and 
has  registered  it  as  “in  invention". 

The  treatment  is  said  to  be 
effective  only  in  cases  where 
children  had  lost  the  use  of  their 
muscles  bat  retained  the  power  of 
thought  and  speech.  The  Russians 
hare  named  this  type  of  cerebral 
paralysis  the  Shoshina- Vasilyev 
syndrome,  after  the  two  doctors  at 
the  Moscow  ChOdrea's  Hospital 
Number  9 who  evolved  the 
treatment. 

They  began  their  work  eight 
years  ago  when  two  totally 
paralysed  girls  aged  six  were 
referred  to  them.  Nana  B had  been 
paralysed  since  birth:  Natasha  K 
for  about  a year. 

At  that  time  a new  idea 
for  treating  infantile  cerebral 
paralysis  was  being  discussed  by 
the  hospital's  doctors,  biochemists 
and  neuro-pathologists.  Dr  Vitaly 
VasOyev  had  already  developed  a 
neoro  hormone  test  which  showed

that  giris  were  unable  to  synthesize 
dopamine,  a chemical  neuro- 
transmitter  in  the  brain,  which 
is  essential  for  its  normal 
functioning.  This  condition  can 
lead  to  paralysis. 

The  doctors  then  concentrated 
on  developing  a treatment  for  the 
girl  that  would  artificially  stimu- 
late the  synthesis  of  dopamine. 
Initially  they  turned  to  L-Dopa 
(Levodopa),  a preparation  first 
used  about  20  years  ago  in  the 
treatment  or  Parkinson's  disease. 
Although  this  drag  compensates 
for  dopamine  deficiency,  it  does 
not  provide  a complete  cure. 

The  doctors  searched  for  the 
precise  dose  of  L-Dopa  which,  (hey 
hoped,  could  lead  to  a recovery  of 
their  two  patients.  Ultimately  they 
achieved  the  best  resells  not  by- 
administering  L-Dopa,  but 
Nakom,  a Yugoslav  drug,  pro- 
duced Jointly  with  the  American 
firm  of  Merck  Sharp  «£  Do  fame. 

The  doctors  found  the  most 
effective  dally  dosage  of  Nakom 
for  Nana  and  Natasha  to  be  60 
milligrams.  For  Ibc  first  year  the 


girls  were  treated  in  hospitaL  Now 
they  go  there  only  once  a year  for 
check-ups,  but  they  continue  to 
take  the  drag. 

They  have  made  what  the 
doctors  describe  as  “quite  incred- 
ible, even  sensational,  progress". 
Not  only  do  they  move  about 
freely,  they  can  dance  and  play  the 
piano.  The  girls  attend  an  ordinary 
school,  are  developing  normally 
and  leading  a foil  life.  What  is 
more,  neither  of  them  has  shown 
any  side  effects. 

The  Moscow  doctors  claim  they 
have  developed  a clinical  and 
laboratory  diagnosis  for  that  type 
of  infantile  paralysis  which  occurs 
when  dopamine  is  not  being 
metabolized.  It  is  so  simple  and 
convenient  that  It  can  be  used  for 
moss  testing  aad  treatment 

They  believe  their  discovery1 
opens  np  new  possibilities  for  the 
treatment  of  other  diseases  with 
symptoms  similar  to  those  of 
cerebral  paralysis.  But,  they  say,  it 
is  much  too  early  to  say  whether 
successful  remedies  will  be  found.

MR  JOHN  STANLEY 

Mr  John  Stanley,  who  died 
on  October  5 at  the  age  of  60, 


was  founder  and  chairman  of 
Air  Call,  the  radio  telecom- 
munications group,  and  for 
many  years  an  innovative  figure 
who  played  a leading  part  in  the 
challenge  to  the  monopoly 
position  enjoyed  first  by  the 
Post  Office  and  more  recently 
by  British  Telecom. 

Under  his  leadership  Air  Call 
acquired  the  first  licences  to 
operate  both  radio  and  tele- 
phone and  paging  services,  two 
areas  which  had  previously 
been  the  sole  preserve  of  the 
Post  Office.  In  those  and  other 
areas  of  the  rapidly  developing 
field  of  communications  he  saw 
Air  Gill  as  a direct  competitor 
to  the  Post  Office  and,  later, 
British  Telecom. 

John  Orr  Stanley  was  born  in 
1925  in  Harrow,  the  only  son  of 
Mr  C.  O.  Stanley,  CBE  founder 
of  the  Pyc  Group,  and  his  wife, 
Elsie  Florence.  He  was  educated 
at  Stowe  and  King's  College, 
Cambridge,  where  his  history 
course  was  interrupted  by  three 
years  in  the  Royal  Navy. 

After  completing  his  degree 
he  joined  the  Pye  Group  in 
1950,  and  in  due  course  became 
managing  director  of  Pye 
Telecommunications.  He  was 
■soon  active  in  challenging 
established  positions,  cam- 
paigning successfully  to  end  an 
arrangement  known  as  “the 
Ring,r  by  which  the  Govern- 
ment automatically  bought 
telecommunications  equipment 
from  only  three  manufacturers. 

In  I960,  having  spotted  the 
unique  constitutional  position 
of  the  Isle  of  Man.  he  obtained 
agreement  to  set  up  a legal 
commercial  radio  sen-ice  there, 
before  any  such  service  had 
been  established  on  the  British 
mainland. 

Two  years  later  he  succeeded 
in  persuading  television  manu- 
facturers to  switch  from  the  old 
405-line  system  to  625  lines: 
and  he  led  a long  fight,  only 
recently  successful,  for  the 
release  of  the  old  405-line 
frequencies  for  other  radio 
communications  uses. 


In  1966,  in  a dramatic 
boardroom  struggle,  Taylor  was. 
ousted  from  the  Pye  board  in  a 
dispute  over  the  group's  links 
with  the  television  rental 
business.  He  reached  a financial 
settlement  with  Pye  three  years 
later,  but  before  then  he  had 
redirected  his  energies,  not  least 
to  Air  Oil.  which  he  had 
founded  as  a telephone  answer- 
ing service  in  1957  and  now 
built  up. 

Stanley  was  an  ardent  be- 
liever in  the  idea  of  liberalizing 
telecommunications,  and  ar- 
gued, often  successfully,  that 
there  were  services  and  tech- 
niques that  should  be  developed 
outside  the  prevailing  mon- 
opoly, whether  that  of  the  Post 
Office  or  of  British  Telecom. 

His  thinking  was  very  much 
in  line  with  that  of  the 
Conservative  Party,  and  while  it 
was  still  in  opposition  did  much 
to  persuade  it  to  introduce  the 
British  Telecom  Bill  when  it 
returned  to  office  - though  the 
eventual  Bill  put  British  Tele- 
com in  a stronger  position  than 
Stanley  would  have  wanted. 

An  area  in  which  he  was 
particularly  active  was  cellular 
radio,  which  provides  telephone 
links  without  a cable.  Here,  in 
spile  of  his  efforts.  Air  Call  was 
unsuccessful  in  its  application 
for  frequencies,  but  Stanley 
could  take  much  of  the  credit 
for  the  campaign  for  its 
introduction.

Persuasive 
burden 
of  proving 
exception 

Regina  v Hunt 

Before  Lord  Justice  Robert  Goff.  Mr 
Justice  Beldam  and  Mr  Justice 
Hutchison 

{Judgment  delivered  October  23] 

The  benefit  of.  the  exceptions 
created  by  regulation  4(1)  and 
paragraph  3 of  Schedule  1 of  the 
Misuse  of  Drugs  Regulations  (SI 
1973  No  797)  (as  amended  by  the 
Misuse  of  Drugs  Amendment) 
Regulations  (SI  1983  No  768)  was 
not  Confined  to  persons  such  as 
doctors,  dentists,  veterinary  sur- 
geons and  pharmacists,  but  applied 
generally;  however,  the  burden  of 
proof  rested  upon  the  defendant  to 
establish  that  the  controlled  drug  in 
question  was  one  of  those  specified 
in  Schedule  I.  and  the  burden  was 
not  merely  the  burden  of  adducing 
evidence  but  also  the  burden  of 
persuasion. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  so  stated  ip  a 
reserved  judgment  when  dismissing 
an  appeal  by  Richard  Seiwyn 
Russet!  Hunt  against  his  conviction 
(on  a change  of  plea  to  guilty)  on 
February  26.  1985  in  Lewes  Crown 
Court  (Judge  Wingate,  QC,  and  a 
jury)  of  possessing  a controlled  drug 
(134  milligrams  a of  a powder 
containing  morphine)  for  which  he 


was  sentenced  to  three  months 
imprisonment  suspended  for  two 
years. 

Regulation  4(1)  provides  “Sec- 
tion 3(1)  and  SCI)  of  the  Act  [which 
prohibits  the  importation,  expor- 
tation and  possession  of  controlled 
drugs]  shall  not  have  effect  in 
relation  to  ihe  controlled  drugs 
specified  in  Schedule  I." 

Paragraph  3 of  the  amended 

Schedule  I.  in  force  at  the  relevant 
time,  reads;  “Any  preparation  of 
medicinal  opium  or  of  morphine 
containing1  (in  either  case)  more 
than  0.2  per  oem  of  morphine 
calculated  as  anhydrous  morphine 
base,  being  a preparation  com- 
pounded with  one  or  more  other 
active  or  inert  ingredients  in  such  a 
wav  that  the  opium  or,  as  the  ease 
may  be,  the  morphine,  cannot  be 
recovered  by  readily  applicable 
means  or  in  a yield  which  would 
constitute  a risk  to  health.” 

Mr  Geoffrey  W.  Greenwood, 
assigned  by  the  Registrar  of 
wTJP?  Appeals,  for  the  applicant; 
Mr  Michael  Warren  for  the  Crown. 

LORD  JUSTICE  ROBERT 
GOFF,  giving  the  judgment  of  the 
court,  said  that  police  officers  had 
executed  a warrant  at  the  applicant’s 
home.  There  they  found  a paper 
fold  containing  white  powder 
which,  when  analysed,  was  found  to 
be  a ponder  which  contained 
morphine  mixed  with  caffeine  and 
atropine.  On  that  bads  the  applicant 
was  charged  with  an  offence  under 
section  5 (2)  of  the  Misuse  of  Drugs 
Act  1971. 

■ At  the  conclusion  of  the 
prosecution  case  counsel  for  the 
applicant  invited  the  judge  to  rule 
that  there  "was  no  case  to  answer.  He 


submitted  that  because  the  pros- 
ecution had  called  no  evidence  as  to 
the  proportion  of  morphine  con- 
tained in  the  powder,  or  to  the  effect 
that  the  powder  was  not  com- 
pounded as  specified  in  paragraph  3 

of  Schedule  1 of  the _ Regulations,  it 

was  not  open  to  the  jury  10  hold,  on 
the  evidence,  that  the  applicant  was 
unlawfully  in  possession  of  a 
controlled  drug  contrary  to  section 
3 (2).  The  judge  ruled  against  that 
submission,  whereupon  the  appli- 
cant changed  his  plea. 

Their  Lordships  had  no  doubt 
that  the  judge  bad  erred  in 
concluding  that  the  exceptions  in 
Schedule  I to  the  Regulations  were 
limited  to  posies:  cm  of  the  specified 
conroUed  drugs  by  such  persons  as 
doctors  and  veterinary  surgeons.  In 
schedule  I there  was  a general 
exception,  not  restricted  to  any 
particular  distinction  to  those 
specified  in  Schedules  2 and  3:  see 
regulation  10. 

It  followed  that  the  judge's  ruling 
was  founded  upon  an  erroneous 
construction  of  the  Regulations. 
Since  the  applicant’s  plea  of  guilty 
was  founded  upon  that  ruling,  his 
application  for  leave  to  appeal 
aganist  his  conviction  would  be 
granted. 

It  had  been  suggested  that  their 
Lordships  should  order  a venire  de 
novo,  on  the  basis  that  where  a plea 
of  guilty  was  tendered  on  a mistake 
of  law  based  on  a ruling  stemming 
from  a misdirection  by  the  judge, 
technically  the  pka.was  a nullity  (R 
v Grafton  (1980)  71  CrAppR97)). 

Their  Lordships  doubted  whether 
it  was  right  to  describe  a plea  of 
guilty  in  such  circumstances  as  a 
nullity. 


But  in  any  event  that  obiter 
dictum  could  no  longer  stand  in  the 
light  of  the  subsequent  decision  of 
the  House  of  Lords  in  R r Bose 
(£1982]  AC  822).  in  which  it  was 
decided  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  10  order  a venire  de 
novo  was  restricted  to  cases  which 
had  resulted  in  there  being  no  trial 
that  had  been  validly  commenced, 
or  the  trial  had  come  to  end  wiihoot 
a properly  constituted  jury  ever 
having  returned  a valid  verdict. 

In  the  present  ease.  Obviously  the 
trial  was  validly  commenced;  and  it 
was  plain  that  the  trial  ended  with  a 
properly  constituted  jury  returning  a 
valid  verdict  following  the  change  of 
pica  by  the  appellant.  It  followed 
that,  having  concluded  that  the 
judge  made  a wrong  decision  on  a 
question  of  law.  the  proper  course 
was  to  quash  the  conviction  unless 
their  Lordships  considered  that  they 
should,  in  the  circumstances  of  this 
case,  exercise  their  power  under  the 
proviso  to  section  2(1)  of  the 
Criminal  Appeal  Act  1 968. 

However,  it  appeared  to  their 
Lordships  that  the  question  of  the 
exercise  of  the  proviso  could  only 
arise  in  the  present  case  i£  at  the 
dose  of  the  prosecution  case,  there 
was  a case  to  answer. 

That  raised  a question  as  to  the 
burden  of  proof  relating  to  the 
exceptions  from  the  prohibition 
against  possession  of  controlled 
drugs  contained  in  regulation  4(1) 
and  Schedule  I.  Counsel  for  the 
prosecution,  submitting  that  the 
burden  rested  upon  the  defendant  to 
establish  that  the  controlled  drug  in 
question  was  one  specified  in 
Schedule  I,  relied  in  particular  on  R 
v Edwards  <f  1 975J  QB27). 


_ In  Edwards  Lord  Justice  Lawton, 
giving  the  judgment  of  the  court, 
staled  (at  p39):  “.  . . this  line  of 
authority  establishes  that  over  the 

ora  runes  the  common  law has 

evolved  an  exception  to  the 
fundamental  rule  of  our  criminal 
law  that  the  prosecution  must  prove 
every  element  of  the  offence  charged 

''It  is  limited  to  offences  arising 
under  enactments  which  prohibit 
the  doing  of  an  act  save  in  spedfied 
circumstances  or  by  i persons  of 
specified  classes  or  with  specified 
qualifications  or  with  the  licence  or 
permission  of  specified^  authorities. 
Whenever  the  prosecution  seeks  to 
rdy  on  this  exception,  the  court 
must  construe  the  enactment  under 
which  the  charge  is  laid. 

*If  the  iruc  construction  is  that  the 
enactment  prohibits  the  doing  or 
acts,  subject  to  provisos,  exemp- 
tions and  the  like,  then  the 
prosecution  can  rely  upon  the 
exception  ...  As  it  comes  into 
operation  upon  an  enactment  being 
construed  in  a particular  way,  there 
is  need  for  the  prosecution  to  prove 
a prima  fade  case  of  lack  of  excuse, 
qualification  or  the  like:  and  . . . 
what  shifts  is  the  onus:  it  is  for  the 
defendant  to  prove  that  he  was 
entitled  to  do  the  prohibited  act. 

"What  rests  on  him  is  the  legal  or, 
as  it  is  sometimes  called,  the 
persuasive  burden  of  proof.  It  is  not 
the  evidential  burden. n 

Their  Lordships  did  not  consider 
that  the  present  case  fell  within  the 
principle  there  stated.  It  fell  within 
none  of  the  categories  referred  to. 

. But  their  Lordships  did  not  think 
that  the  statement  of  principle  in 
Edwards  could  have  been  intended 


to  have  been  exclusive  in  its  effect 
so  as  to  exclude  the  application  of 
the  ordinary  principles  of  construc- 
tion in  cases  which  did  not  fall 
within  its  ambit  and  SO  prevent  a 
conclusion  that,  in  such  cases,  the 
burden  of  proof  should  be  held  to 
rest  on  the  defendant  if,  on  its  true 
construction,  the  statute  so  re- 
quired. 

Valuable  guidance  had  been 

derived  from  Simmo  v Alexander 
Cowan  d Sons  Ud  ((1968J  AC  107), 
a Scottish  case  in  which  the  question 
was  where  the  burden  of  proving  a 
particular  issue  lay  in  a civil  claim 
for  breach  of  statutory  duty.  It  was 
clear  that  the  majority  of  tne  House 
of  Lords  thought  it  right  in 
construing  the  statute  to  have  regard 
to  the  practical  consequences  of 
holding  that  the  burden  of  proof 
rested  on  one  party  or  the  other. 

In  the  present  case,  if  their 
Lordships  restricted  themselves  to 
the  form  and  wording  of  the 
provisions  a strong  argument  could 
be  advanced  in  favour  of  the 
proposition  that  this  was  simply  o 
case  where  possession  of  certain 
controlled  drugs  was  prohibited, 
and  the  possession  of  others  was 
nou  that  it  must  therefore  be  for  the 
prosection  to  prove  that  the 
controlled  drug  in  the  possession  of 
the  defendant  was  one  the 
possession  of  which  was  prohibited; 
and  that  the  prosecution  must 
therefore  negative  the  possibility 
that  ihe  drug  ip  question  was  a 
controlled  drug,  excluded  from  the 
prohibition  in  section  3(1)  because 
it  fell  within  Schedule  L 

But  that  was  too  narrow  an 
approach.  There  was  a strong . 
argument  that,  in  all  the  exceptions 


introduced  by  the  1973  Regulations, 
the  burden  of  proof  should  be 
consistent;  the  majority  of  those 
were  covered  by  Edwards  and  for 
that  reason  the  burden  should  in 
each  case  rest  on  the  defendant 

That  approach  was  supported  by 
practical  considerations.  The  pros- 
ecution's case  might  not  be 

supported  by  an  analyst’s  report  (the 
defendant  might  have  destroyed  the 
drug  or  the  case  might  be  based  on 
his  admission).  It  would  only  be  in 
rare  cases  that  a defendant  would 
wish  to  invoke  any  of  the 

exceptions. 

For  those  reasons  their  Lordships 
concluded  that  the  burden  of  proof 
in  the  present  case  rested  on 
defendant  to  bring  himself  within 
the  exception  created  bv  regulation 
4(1)  and  paragraph  3 of  Schedule  1 
of  the  Regulations,  if  he  wished  to 
invoke  that  exception. 

Their  Lordships  would  add  that, 
in  their  judgment  the  burden  which 
in  those  cases  rested  on  the 
defendant  was  not  merely  the 
burden  of  adducing  evidence  but 
also  the  burden  of  persuasion. 

Their  Lordships  were  concerned 
here  with  absolute  offences  relating 
to  a matter  of  grave  social  concern. 
It  would  not  be  right  to  reach  a 
different  conclusion  on  the  type  of 
burden  resting  on  the  defendant 
from  that  reached  in  Edwards. 

It  followed  that  the  ruling  or  the 
judge  in  the  present  case  that  there 
was  a case  to  answer  was  a correct 
rating,  though  made  on  grounds 
erroneous  io  law. 

Their  Lordships  had.  therefore,  to 
consider  whether  they  should 
exercise  their  power  under  the 
proviso,  and  were  satisfied  that  they

The  passage  to  university  is  one 
of  the  few  initiation  rites  of  a 
tribal  nature  to  survive,  and  so 
Queens’,  A Cambridge  College 
(BBC2),  in  its  second  episode, 
described  the  academic  equiva- 
lent of  circumcision,  or  walking 
on  hot  coals,  or  whatever  was 
once  done  to  prepare  youth  for 
maturity. 

Certainly  these  rites  are  no 
less  distressing  for  those'  who

Arisen  from  the  ashes  of  The 
Lost  Jockey,  an  all-keyboards 
orchestra  that  (like  Michael 
Nyman)  reflected  a British 
interest  in  the  techniques  of 
“systems”  composition  pion- 
eered in  America,  Man  Jumping 
aim  to  take  those  ideas,  and  a 
few  others,  on  to  the  discotht^ 
que  floor. 

Their  first  recording,  an  LP 
tilled  Jump  Out.  was  released  a 
year  ago  to  praise  from  the 
discriminating  end  of  the  pop 
avant-garde.  Somehow,  though, 
the  eight  members  of  the  group 
did  not  get  around  to  making 
their  first  public  appearance 
until  this  week,  when  their 
informal  fan  dub  gathered  in  a 
small  hall  in  Covent  Garden  to 
hear  what  they  could  make  of 
their  ideas  without  the  luxury  of 
the  second-thoughts  afforded  by 
a recording  studio. 

Vernacular  idioms  are,  by 
and  large,  the  products  of 
natural  expression  regularly 
repealed  in  a familiar  environ- 
ment; when  one  is  dealing  with 
a synthesis  incorporating,  salsa. 
Afro-beat,  jazz,  calypso  and 
funk,  the  appearance  of  sheet 
music  usually  predicts  the 
departure  of  spontaneity.  The 
gearbox  through  which  these 
cogs  arc  meshed  is  simply  in 
need  of  the  oil  of  live 
performance. 

Two  or  three  times,  though, 
they  indicated  their  potential. 
The  rhythmic  subdivisions  of 
“Something  in  the  City”  made  a 
cunning  game,  enabling  Andy 
Blake  to  depioy  three  of  his 
saxophones  to  interesting  struc- 
tural, effect  within  the  web  of 
four  keyboards.

To  swiich  from  Elizabethan 
courtier  to  New  York  gangster 
in  the  space  of  six  hours  is  just 
the  sort  of  identity  crisis  Arthur 
Davies  relishes.  His  double 
triumph  at  the  Met  on  English 
National  Opera’s  United  States 
tour  - doriana's  Essex  in  the 
afternoon,  Rigoletto's  Duke  as  a 
last-minute  stand-in  in  the 
evening  - was  no  bad  prep- 
aration for  the  enigma  of 
Gounod's  Faust.  Philosopher, 
collaborator,  rake,  Faust  is  a 
role  which,  when  ENO’s  new 
production  opens  tonight,  will 
be  Davies’s  first  as  a member  of 
the  company,  and  one  which  he 
has  been  looking  forward  to  for 
years. 

Not  as  many  years  as  you 
might  think,  though.  Davies, 
drawn  to  singing  through  Mario 
Lanza,  Elvis  Presley  and  Welsh 
chapel  choirs 'back  home,  was 
still  working  in  an  engineering 
factory  when  he  was  22.

For  a change;  the  New  York 
theatre  season  has  begun  on  an 
upswing  If  the  new  British- 
American  Equity  exchanges  can 
accommodate  a revival,  let  it  be 
Jose  Quintero’s  production  of 
The  Iceman  Cometh  (Lunt- 
Fonianne  Theatre). 

I am  not  ait  ardent  flui  of 
O’Neill  and  his  repetitious 
dramas  often  affect  me  like 
Chinese  water  jtonures,  but 
from  the  moment  the  curtain 
rises  on  Ben  Edwards's  grey- 
green  bar-room,  and  Thomas  R. 
Skelton’s  light  fillers  through 
grimy  windows  to  reveal  sleep- 
ing drunks  in  a scene  painted  by 
Edward  Hopper  under  the 
influence  of  Bosch,  a pall  of 
doomed  grandeur  ennobles  .the 
production. 

Jason  Robards  as  Hickey  is 
so  effortless  he  seems  not  even 
to  have  bones;  you  only  know 
they  are  there  when  he  moves, 
snapping  his  fingers  and  flash- 
ing a grin  somewhere  between  a 
toothy  smile  and  a death-mask 
grimace.  As  the  philosophizing 
Larry  Slade,  with  sunken  eyes 
and  agonized  expression, 
Donald  Moffat  resembles-  a 
bronzed  martyr.  Even  if  there 
were  not  too  many  other  fine 
portrayals  to  be  cited  here,  the 
production  would  be  remark- 
able for  these.  If  you  want  to 
know  how  O’Neill  is  searingly 
played  in  his  native  land,  this 
Iceman  musl  comelh  over. 

The  first  two  British  works  to 
be  given  new  productions  here 
have  met  with  mixed  responses. 
A largely  warm  reception 
greeted  A Map  of  the  World. 
With  Roshan  Seth  repeating  his 
courtly  Victor  Metha,  David 
Hare's  drama  has  been  hand- 
somely mounted  at  the  Public 
Theater. 

Elizabeth  McGovern  in  the 
role  originated  by  Diana  Quick, 
however,  nearly  capsizes  Mr 
Hare's  own  production.  Beauti- 
ful she  is,  and  with  a flair  for 
eccentric  comedy,  but  as  a 
temptress  she  is  a wholesome 
Girl  Guide.-There  is  no  trouble 
with  the  men  in  the  cast  - 
Zeljko  Ivanck  as  the  hot-headed 
British  journalist  demonstrates 
once  again  that  he  is  among  our 
most  versatile  young  actors. 
When  last  seen,  he  won  a Tony 
nomination  for,  among  other

was  offered  a principal  contract 
(Ncmorino  in  L’elisir  d’amore ) 
in  1973.  Richard  Armstrong, 
himself  just  appointed  musical 
director,  suggested  that  it 
seemed  a little  inappropriate  for 
a principal  tenor  of  the  Welsh 
National  10  be  living  in  a van. 
“He  lei  me  use  part  of  his  flat 
for  six  weeks  or  so  until  I found 
somewhere  permanent.  Just  as  I 
was  getting,  ready  to  give  it  all 
up.” 

After  that  contract,  the 
Davies  roadshow  was  on  the  go 
non-stop.  “Whatever  they  put 
my  way,  1 was  willing  to  do,  as  1 
had  no  experience  in  the 
business.”  And  that  included 
roles  as  unusual  and  diverse  as 
WNO's  repertoire;  Stcva  in 
Jenufa,  Lensky  in  Onegin , 
Yannakos  in  The  Creek  Pas- 
sion, as  well  as  Traviata, 
Boh  erne.  Carmen.  “When  you 
leave  college  you  think  you're 
going  to  be  the  best  thing  since 
Caruso,  and  you  find  you’re 
not.-You  just  have  to  get  down 
to  the  hard  work.” 

His  attitude  towards  opera 
singing  as  a job,  combined  with 


the  physical  and  mental  stam- 
ina to  go  with  iu  is  hardly 
typical  of  every  singer  one 
meets,  let  alone  every  tenor/ 
But  it  is  the  sort  of  approach 
which  consistently  characterizes 
Davies's  conversation  and  per- 
forming style.  When  he  is  on 
stage,  “it’s  more  a matter  of  re- 
acting than  acting  for  me:  1 look 
at  the  words  and  see  how  I react 
to  them,  rather  than  imposing 
an  image  on  to  a situation”. 
And  there  are  ah  awful  lot  of 
words  in  Faust,  not  only  in  the 
libretto  itself  but  in  the  long 
echoes  behind  it,  from  the 
sixteenth  century  to  Goethe. 

Offstage?  “The  opera  re- 
search I do  is  minimal.  Onc  can 
get  so  bogged  down  with  the 
literature  the  operas  are  actually 
taken  from;  and  you  find 
invariably  that  it  doesn't  really 
help,  unless,  that  is  the  opera's 
very  closely  associated  with  the 
book  or  the  story.”  Which 
Gounod's  horror-romance  cer- 
tainly is  not? 

”No.  He  adapted  the  idea 
rather  than  the  book  - though 
in  this  production  we’re  tending 


with  unfailing  energy  and  still 
relishing  the  limelight  even 
when  he  has  to  pause  for  breath.

Andrew  Lloyd  Webber’s 
Song  and  Dance  (Royale 
Theatre)  won  rave  reviews  for 
Bernadette  Peters’s  perform- 
ance, but  no  olhcrs.  Its  orches- 
trations are  pretentious,  ampli- 
fication is  preposterous,  chor- 
eography by  Peter  Martins  and 
staging  by  Martins  and.  Richard 
Maltby  Jr  is  merely  busy,  and 
design . elements  are  colourful 
but  cheap-looking.  Christopher 
d’Amboise  is  a computerized 
lead  dancer  who  executes . his 
movement  well  technically  but 
with  all  the  personality  of  a 
cardboard  cut-out. 

• This  leaves  the  show  mostly 
to  Miss  Peters,  who  sings 
wonderfully  even  those  passages 
when  Lloyd  Webber  again 
shows  his  determination  to 
drive  female  singers  to  basso 
profundity.  She  makes  us  see 
her  man-of-th e-moment  just  by 
the  way  she  caresses  one’rbools 
and  clenches  another's  phone 
and.  though  her  character  is 
hopelessly  idiotic,  she  makes  it 
appealing. 

1 thought  Song  and  Dance 
might  have  suffered  from  being 
blown  out  of  proportion  in  a 
Broadway  house  until  I saw  Lily 
Tomlin  walk  alone  on  to  a bare 
stage  of  similar  Size  and,  for 
more  than  two  hours,  hold  the 
audience  on  her  lap. 

In  The  Search  ,for  Signs  of 
Intelligent  Life  in. the  Universe 
(Plymoujh  Theatre). . corpro- 
duced  with  and  written  and 
directed  by  Jane  Wagner,  Miss 
Tomlin  plays  a variety  of 
characters  without  -change  of 
costume  or  make-up.  The 
slightest  alteration  of  pitch  and 
diction  tells  us  one  of-  two 
hookers  is  black  and  that 
another  woman  is  a jaded 
sophisticate;  the  way  Trudy  the 
Bag  Lady  puts  on  and  rolls  her 
pantyhose  down  to  her  ankles, 
the  way  she  likes  them,  then 
skitters  around  the  stage  avoid- 
ing tripping  over  them,  is 
virtuoso  miming. 

There  are  abundant  one-lin- 
ers, usually  in  character:  a 
rebellious  teenager  complains 
that  her  parents  take  her  to  fast- 
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The  effortless  Jason 
Robards  (top);  with  Barnard 
Hughes  as  Harry  Hope,  in 
The  Iceman  Cometh 

food  places  and  tell  her  to  eat 
slowly,  a trend-follower  is  called 
“upwardly  immobile”,  a femin- 
ist ' husband  wants  to  be  a 
“holistic  capitalist"  and  knows 
where  he  was  when  Sylvia  Plath 
died.  A theme  - the  search  for 
continuity  in  the  universe  - 
binds  the  scenes,  is  a subject  for 
discourse  as  Trudy  communes 
with  visiting  extra-terrestrials, 
and  has  an  emotional  pay-off  in 
the  last-minutes. 

Ycu  even  as  1 felt  my  throat 
catch  at  the  end,  I resisted  the 
slick  sketching  of  the  feminists 
who  leaprlhat  no  one  can  have 
it  all.  and  .the  rest  of  the 
personae.  They  exist  somewhere 
between  nightclub  (or  tele- 
vision) blackout  and  real 
dramatic  characters  of  indeter- 
minate genre,  and  more  often 
slide  through  my  head  than 
touch  my  heart.  Perhaps  the 
Tomlin-Wagner  creations  arc 
looking  to  carve  out  their  own 
place  in  the  continuity  of 
characters  presented  on  Broad- 
way stages.  As  we  need  all  the 
creativity  we  can  get,  they  have 
received  an  exuberant  welcome.

book,  Goethe’s  Faust.”  Davies’s 
first  reactions  to  the  score  were 
similar  to  those  voiced  by 
Berlioz  after  its  premiere;

Particular 
Friendships 
Hampstead  . • 

Taking  its  cue  from  the  .rule, 
forbidding  dose  friendships  in 
certain  monastic  orders.  Martin 
Allen's  play  shows  the  same  - 
prohibition  applying  inside  the 
closed  world  of  television. 

Particular  Friendships  begins 
as  a breezy,  well-informed 
media  comedy,  set  in  the  office 
of  a documentary  unit-  and 
building  up  sharp  little  portraits 
of  the  team  who  ate  devoting 
their  waking  hours  to  a series  of 
“Working  Women”.  From  the 
.Sloanc  Ranging  secretary  to- the 
bespectacled  researcher  avid  for 
his  directing  break,  they  are 
what  you  would  expect.  But. 
such  is  the  quality  of  the  casting 
(Caroline  Bljss  and  John>>Priccl. 
and  of  Michael  Auedborough’s 
production,  they  come  over  as 
people  rather  than  walking; 
cliches;  and  one  of  Mr  Allen's 
particular  talents  is  to  ridicule 
and  show  characters  up  'without 
demolishing  them: ■ ' 1 i 

That  is1  particularly  so  tvith 
the  unit’s  two  boss  figures: 
Jcvon.  the  departmental  head, 
whom  Philip  iVoss  plays  with  a 
masterly  ability  to  control  his . 
subordinates  with  a ••  buttery 
smile  and  a deaf  and 
Caroline,..  Blakis^oi\  :hs  the: 
producer  Lorn  a.  whose  gushing 
charin  over  the  phone  is 
matched  by  her  woundingly 
sardonic  treatment  of  her  office 
colleagues.  Loma.'s  one  strength 
is  to  get  programmes  out  on 
time.  Otherwise,  the  only. thing 
in  her  life  is  a tepid  affair  with 
Jevon  who  is  never  going  to 
leave  his  wife.  You  might  say 
that  she  is  a bit  of  a nun. 

The  play  gets  into  top  gear 
with  the  arrival  of  a former  nun 


as  the- new  production  assistant, 
and  the  decision  to  complete 
the-  series  with  a programme  on 
a'  vastly  successful  businesswo- 
man who  has  -retired  into  a 
convent.  This  idea  presents 
great  scope  for  satire  which  Mr 
AHen  seizes  with  relish,  showing 
the  researcher  backing  it  as  “a 
challenge  to  the  success  ethos 
-the  -media  swamp  us  with”. 
There  speaks ' a media  man 
salivating  with  the  desire  for 
-success.  The  comedy  lhen 
changes  direction  when  the  PA 
breaks  indignantly  into  the 
discussion  to-  reveal  her  own 
inside  knowledge  of  convent 
life. 

Loma’s  first  impulse  is  to  put 
her  down  with  a high  status 
sneer.  But.  during  a sleepless 
night  on  location  at  the 
convent,  she  establishes  a bond 
with  the  PA  (Celia  Imrie)  as 
■another  lonely  souL  and  for  the 
first  time  finds  herself  making  a 
particular  friendship,  and  deci- 
ding to  make  a truthful 
-programme... irrespective  of  its 
chances  or  winning  a BAFT A 
award. 

■ The  remainder  of  the  play 
show's  _ the'  television  com- 
munity taking  its  revenge;  first 
by  removing  her  friend,  and 
then'  by  impelling  her  back  into 
professional;  compromise.  Mr 
;Allen  brings  about  her  defeat 
too  glibly;  and  it  also  has  the 
effect  of  flattering  the  spectator 
with  Comfortable  assurances 
that  professional  success  is  no 
substitute  for  married  life. 

.Otherwise,  this  is  an  expertly 
crafted  . piece  (witness  . Mr 
Allen's  scene  breaks,  each  with 
its  ondriving  narrative  kick)  by 
a writer  who  understands  the 
nature  of  ambition  and  the  rules 
of  status  as  well  as  the  details  of 
programme-making.

The  Halifax  innovation  enables  ihc 
society  to  lend  money  in  an  attractive 
form  to  housing  associations  and  to 
Milton  Keynes  Development  Corpor- 
ation. which  will  take  £10  million.  This  is 
part  of  its  programme  (along  with  other 
jeading  building  societies)  lo  help  housing 
in  other  ways  than  straightforward  finance 
for  owner-occupation.  The  initial  issue 
will  finance  more  than  1.300  shared 
ownership  and  rented  properties.  And  lest 
depositors  cavil!  at  a new  type  of  loan 
which  ranks  with  deposits  for  security,  the 
Halifax  is  taking  a useful  turn  on  the 
money.  It  is  advancing  the  funds  at  4.5  per 
cent. 

■ The  reception  of  this  first  matched  issue 
has  ensured  that  the  Halifax-Montagu 
initiative  could  lead  to  something  much 
bigger.  The  Halifax  itself  sees  this  as  the 
first  in  a series  of  issues.  It  has  approved 
issues  up  to  £50  million  if  and  when 
required  and  there  is  already  talk  of  £100 
million.  The  Halifax  is  already  thinking  of 
a listing  for  the  stock. 

■ Given  the  pattern  of  the  last  building 
society  finance  innovation  - floating  rate 
notes  - other  societies  may  follow. 
Yesterday  the  Alliance  and  Leicester 
joined  the  rapidly  growing  list  of  society 
floaters  with  a £1 50  million  issue. 

The  question  is  how  far  index-linking 
finance  for  housing  might  develop.  There 
are  already  other  modest  schemes  of  this 
kind.  The  Halifax  has  no  plans  to  offer 
index-linked  finance  for  conventional 
owner-occupier  mortgages,  where  there 
are  both  tax  and  marketing  problems.  The 
Nationwide  has  some  index-finked  mort- 
gages financed  in  part  by  a personal 
pension  plan. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  there  is  a 
market  among  institutions  for  index-lin- 
ked stock  at  a premium  over  government 
issues.  Having  forged  the  link  between 
Montagu's  building  society  expertise  and 
Green  well’s  knowledge  of  the  market,  the

correspondingly  discomfited,  and  more 
attentive. 

He  has  dearly  decided  that  the  tide  is 
running  in  his  favour  and  the  lime  is  past 
for  mincing  words.  This  week  he  directed 
the  attention  of  the  Association  of 
Corporate  Treasurers  lo  the  attempt  to 
build  domestic  financial  groups  capable  of 
rivalling  the  best  of  the  US  and  japan, 
berating  the  Bank  of  England,  no  less,  for 
forgetting  that  ‘'overtrading  is  one  of  the 
quickest  routes  to  bankruptcy,  and  neither 
the  Bank  nor  the  Government  will  be 
acquitted  of  blame  by  the  media  or  the 
politicians  or  the  small  saver  when 
bankruptcies  result”. 

As  if  that  were  not  enough,  he  dismisses 
the  financial  institutions  themselves  as 
having  “fallen  for  the  heresy  that 
everybody  can  be  an  expert  at  everybody 
clsc's  business,  and  that  financial  con- 
glomerates arc  the  answer  to  a maiden's 
prayer”.  That  must  cause  a whine  at 
Klcinwort  Benson,  the  merchant  bank 
which  owns  42  per  cent  of  M&G. 

As  the  publication  of  the  Financial 
Services  Bill  draws  nigh.  Mr  Hopkinson 
urges  the  Government  to  repent  and  agree 
to  pay  the  cost  of  a Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission.  “They  have  a duty 
to  protect  the  individual  against  lust  and 
covetousness  and.  equally,  they  have  a 
similar  duty  against  greed”,  he  says  of 
Whitehall. 

It  will  come  as  no  surprise  that  his 
remedies  for  .these  potential  ills  is  spun 
from  the  purest  fundamentalism.  Mr 
Hopkinson  wants  commercial  banking 
and  investment  banking  split  asunder 
market  makers  prevented  from  dealing  for 
discretionary  investment  clients:  and  no 
merchant  bank  to  be  allowed  to  deal  as  a 
principal  for  a corporate  takeover  client. 

Alas.  Mr  Hopkinson.  a wise  and  gentle 
man.  seems  destined  to  go  unheeded,  as  he 
has  during  much  of  the  public  debate 
hitherto.  But  no  one  can  complain  if.  in 
return,  the  cry  “I  told  you  so"  is  heard 
emanating  from  a certain  retirement 
cottage  in  the  next  few  years. 


Society  and  bank 
sever  link 

The  designers  have  decided  that  financial 
supermarkets  are  what  the  public  wants. 
The  public,  however,  is  still  relatively 
unsophisticated  in  matters  financial:  its 
prime  requirement  from  banks  and 
building  societies  is  simply  easy  access  to 
buying  power. 

Bristol  & West  Building  Society  was  in 
the  vanguard  of  the  movement  to  provide 
building  society  customers  with  a full 
banking  service,  having  joined  with 
Standard  Chartered  in  June  1983  to 
launch  Moneylink.  Yesterday  these  pion- 
eers announced  that  they  were  abandoning 
the  idea.  The  building  society  is  part  of  the 
ever-increasing  network  of  hole-in-the- 
wall  cash  dispensers  which  can  provide 
customers  with  the  crisp  currency  they 
require.  The  bank  is  busily  trying  to  build 
on  the  most  basic  needs  of  unsophisticated 
customers,  providing  unsecured  loans. 

Moneylink  seemed  a good  idea  at  the 
time,  although  it  was  soon  overtaken  by 
other  bank-building  society  schemes  that 
offered  better  interest  rales  or  more 
efficient  systems  for  sweeping  funds  from 
the  building  society  into  the  current 
account.  Other  building  society  cheque 
accounts  such  as  that  operated  by  the 
Alliance  in  conjunction  with  Bank  of 
Scotland  do  have  xhefr  devotees,  but  what 
customers  primarily  warn  from  their 
financial  services  is  simplicity. 

Standard  Chartered  bad  hankered  after 
plain  and  simple  banking,  and  linked  with 
Brision  & West  on  the  rebound  when  its 
attempted  merger  with  Royal  Bank  of 
Scotland  was  vetoed  by  the  Monopolies 
Commission.  The  bank  now  has  15 
“money  shops”  in  the  high  street  and 
claims  that  planning  permission  is  its 
greatest  obstacle  towards  doublng  the 
number  by  the  end  of  next  year. 

It  has  found  that  without  getting 
involved  in  complicated  transfer  arrange- 
ments with  building  societies,  there  is  still 
money  to  be  made  from  the  customers 
who  might  be  wary  of  the  Big  Four.  Today 
Standard  Chartered  will  sign  up  with  its 
tenth  building  society,  the  Walthamstow 
(Bristol  & West  is  not  on  this  list)  to  offer 
unsecured  loans  of  up  to  £5,000  to 
building  society  customers.  The  loans  are 
for  all  those  areas  that  building  societies 
are  not  allowed  to  reach.  It  is  very  good 
business. 


PCW  names  excluded  from 
Lloyd’s  tax  settlement

The  1.500  Lloyd's  names  on 
loss-stricken  former  PCW  syn- 
dicates have  been  excluded 
form  Lloyd's  £43.5  million 
settlement  with  the  Inland 
Revenue  for  1982  and  prior 
years.  The  news  has  come  as  a 
bombshell  to  the  names,  who 
presumed  they  were  part  of  the 
settlement  when  Lloyd’s  an- 
nounced Iasi  week  that  only  23 
individuals  had  been  excluded. 

The  23  were  those  heavily 
involved  in  some  of  the  major 
scandals  which  have  rocked 
Lloyd's  in  the  past  few  years. 

No  senior  Lloyd's  official  was 
available  to  comment  on  the  tax 
settlement  yesterday. 

Additional  Underwriting 
Agencies  (3).  which  now  man- 
ages the  affairs  of  PCW  names, 
has  written  to  names  by  telling 
them  the  Revenue  does  not 
consider  their  tax  affairs  re- 
solved. 

The  Revenue,  in  a letter  to 


AUA3.  said:  “The  central 
settlement  covered  only  roll- 
over policies,  time  and  rfigranr*- 
policies  and  reinsurance  to  close 
for  1 982  and  prior  years.  There 
arc  other  points  at  issue 
between  us  which  need  to  be 
resolved  before  names'  tax 
affairs  can  be  settled  finally  for 
past  years." 

“Money  representing  taxable 
income  has  been  distributed  to 
names  free  of  tax.  No  accounts 
have  been  agreed  by  the 
Revenue  since  the  1979 
account,  and  certain  adjust- 
ments to  the  account  are 
required  before  they  can  be 
accepted  as  a basis  for  deter- 
mining names'  tax  liabilities. 

“If  these  matters  cannot  be 
settled  quickly,  there  could  be  a 
block  against  a name  claiming 
full  repayment  of  tax  until 
agreement  has  been  reached 
since  it  would  not  be  possible 
for  the  Revenue  to  agree 


unrestricted  losses.*’ 

Sir  Ian  Morrow,  the  chair- 
man of  AL*A3.  told  names  in 
his  letter  that  the  Revenue 
intended  to  make  a proposal 
wh  ich . if  accepted,  would 
resolve  all  outstanding  tax 
matters.  AUA3  has  no  idea  >ei 
what  this  proposal  might  be. 

Solicitors  acting  for  a steering 
committee  of  PCW  names  have 
expressed  outrage  to  AUA3 
about  the  names'  exclusion 
from  what  was  thought  lo  have 
been  a blanket  settlement 
bcwccn  Lloyds  and  the  Rev- 
enue. 

The  Revenue's  main  concern 
appears  to  be  the  £38  million 
which  was  paid  to  names  tax- 
free  Iasi  year  in  compensation 
for  money  which  had  been 
defrauded  from  the  syndicates. 

The  compensation  offer  was 
made  by  Minet  Holdings,  which 
iw-ned  the  PCW  syndicates,  and 


by  Alexander  and  Alexander 
Services,  the  Amercian  parent 
of  Alexander  Howden  through 
which  much  of  the  misappropi- 
rated  money  was  channelled 
offshore.  The  danger  of  a 
hardline  Revenue  attitude  was 
known  at  the  time  of  the  offer, 
and  was  one  of  the  reasons 
names  were  reluctant  to  accept 
the  offer. 

In  July  last  year  the  Revenue 
told  the  PCW  managers  that  it 
was  considering  disallowing  tax 
relief  on  premiums  of  £19 
million  for  the  years  1970  to 
1979  and  was  also  considering 
penalties. 

PCW  names,  who  face  losses 
of  £130  million  as  a result  of 
bad  underwriting  and  inad- 
equate reinsurance,  which  they 
believe  is  a direct  result  of  past 
fraud,  arc  planning  to  sue 
Mi  net.  and  Howden,  and  Lloyd 
itself  for  alleged  failure  to 
rcgualate  the  market.

& G as  a long-term  investment 
and  the  company  may  increase 
its  stake.  Both  sides  expect  extra 
business  from  the  connection, 
paniculary  on  L & G's  life  side. 

But  Connells  has  not  made 
an  exclusivity  deal  with  LAG 
and  wil  be  able  to  offer  other 
companies*  financial  packages. 

Connells  expects  to  produce 
satisfactory  results  by  the  year- 
end.

The  cxircmely  bullish  state  of 
Ihe  City  office  markei  is 
beginning  lo  make  itself  felt  in 
the  level  of  rctus  being  achieved 
for  prime  space. 

The  highest  rent  fixed  in  the 
City  recently  was  £35  a sq  ft  for 
a small  banking  space  but  that 
figure  now  looks  like  becoming 
more  the  norm  than  the 
exception.  For  example,  it  is 
believed  that  Great  Portland 
Estates  has  found  a tenant  for 
the  whole  of  its  37,000  sq  ft 
building,  80  Bishopsgatc,  at  a 
rent  of  £34  a sq  ft.  K.OP.  a 
foreign  bank,  is  widely  thought 
to  be  the  tenant  but  the  lease 
has  yet  to  be  signed. 

Close  by  at  90  Bishopsgate. 
i he  Hongkong  and  Shanghai 
Bank's  building  is  the  subject  of 
a rent  review.  City  sources  put 
the  new  asking  rents  as  high  as 
£40  a sq  ft  although  a settlement 
may  well  be  made  at  the  £35  a 
sq  ft  level. 

Ii  is  only  in  the  last  year  or  so 
that  City  rents  have  seen  any 
real  growth  for  more  than  a 
decade,  allowing  For  inflation. 
Thcv  have  taken  that  time  to 
creep  back  near  the  peak  levels 
seen  in  the  heady  days  of  the 
property  boom. 

Research  by  Hillier  Parker, 
the  estate  a gem,  shows  that  at 
the  peak  of  the  property  boom 
in  1973  the  City  rent  index 
adjusted  for  inflation,  stood  at 
U6.  By  May  this  year  il  was 
j 16.  a fall  of  65  per  cent  or  8.5 
per  cent  a year.  The  May  index 
is  based  on  rents  of  about  £30  a 
sq  ft  but  there  has  been  a 
significant  acceleration  in  the 
last  six  months. 

Rents  are  slowly  beginning  to 
creep  up  after  a recent  spurt, 
i hough  over  the  last  two  years 
they  have  only  grown  by  5 per 
cent  in  real  terms. 

Despite  that,  the  City  office 


market  has  far  outstripped  any 
other  British  office  market  in 
terms  of  rental  growth  for  the 
last  five  years,  with  a dramatic 
rise  in  the  latter  pan  of  this 
year. 

It  is  no  surprise  therefore  to 
sec  developers  and  financial 
institutions  keen  to  obtain  a 
slice  of  the  action.  The  latest 
report  on  the  City  office  market 
from  Savills,  another  leading 
estate  agent,  states  that  the 
Square  Mile  and  its  fringes  have 
seen  almost  as  much  redevelop- 
ment this  decade  as  any  since 
the  war. 

The  nature  of  development  is 
undergoing  a revolution  in  line 
with  that  being  experienced  by 
■the  City  institutions  ahead  of 
the  big  bang.  As  Savills  reveals 
in  its  survey  of  the  market,  the 
take-up  of  space  from  June 
1984  to  May  1985  was  just 
under  3 million  sq  ft.  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year.  But  an 
unprecedented  factor  was  that 
this  volume  of  space  was 
accounted  for  by  very  few 
lettings. 

The  number  of  lettings  fell  by 
1S.3  per  cent  on  the  previous 
year's  figure,  the  lowest  number 
recorded  by  the  estate  agenL  It 
is  attributed  to  an  unsatisfied 
demand  for  large  buildings  in 
the  City,  which  is  causing 
development  to  spread  to  the 
fringes  of  the  Square  Mile  and 
has  even  tempted  foreign  banks 
to  venture  into  Docklands. 

Savills  says  that  there  has 
been  a marked  rise  in  the 
average  size  of  units  taken  up  in 
ihe  City,  confirming  the  grow- 
ing demand  for  such  space  from 
the  financial  conglomerates. 
There  is  evidence  that  inter- 
national financial  companies 
are  transferring  their  operations 
lo  London. 

Foreign  banks  have  kept  their 


position  as  markei  leaders  in 
taking  City  space.  They  were 
responsible  for  taking  30  per 
cent  of  the  total  space  let.  more 
than  twice  that  taken  by  British 
banks,  insurance  and  other 
financial  services  groups. 

The  insurance  sector  has 
fallen  from  second  to  fourth 
place  in  its  space  requirements 
this  year.  The  professional 
sector,’  led  by  the  accountants, 
has  taken  nca’rly  a quarter  of  the 
total  units  let  this  year. 

Savills,  which  is  concentrat- 
ing on  the  prospective  occupiers 
of  space,  rather  than  the 
developers  or  funds,  says  there 
is  a suppressed  demand  for  6 
million  sq  ft  of  space  in  the 
City.  Prospective  tenants  look 
at  every  scheme  on  the  raarket- 
bui  the  lack  of  suitable  build- 
ings prompted  Credit  Suisse, 
First  Boston  and  Morgan 
Stanley  to  try  to  develop  their 
own  buildings  in  Canary  Wharf 
where  Savills  is  advising  the 
consortium. 

The  difficulty  of  developing 
modem,  lettable  floorspace 
behind  the  facades  of  listed 
buildings  is  also  highlighted. 
Large  parts  of  the  City  were 
designated  conservation  areas 
in  the  draft  City  of  London 
plan,  now  in  the  throes  of  being 
amended.  But  people  already 
working  within  such  constraints 
can  find  re-letting  difficulL 

“Although  it  is  possible  to 
develop  new  offices  behind 
facades,  much  of  the  existing 
stock  cannot  be  so  successfully 
treated,  and  much  is  already 
redundant.  AS  we  predicted  last 
year,  new  developments  and 
existing  offices  able  to  provide 
functional  open-plan  floorspace 
have  proved  to  let  well  and 
achieve  high  rents,”  according 
to  Savills. 

“New  tenants  have  been 
difficult  to  Find  for  buildings 
unable  to  provide  this  facility 
unless  at  a reduced  rent  and

with  considerable  incentives 
added  lo  ihe  initial  deal.  The 
acute  shortage  of  space  that  is 
both  economic  and  efficient 
within  the  City's  core  area  is  as 
prevalent  as  ever.” 

Savills  sees  no  reversal  in  tbe 
demands  of  the  market.  It 
predicts  that  companies  will 
take  stop-gap  space  on  short- 
term leases  until  the  7.7  million 
sq  ft  of  new  space  planned  for 
the  City  in  the  next  decade 
comes  on  . stream.  It  is  any- 
body's guess  what  rents  will  be 
achieved  in.  such  a market,  but 
real  growth  is  almost  certain.

Losing  the  war 


against  poverty 


and  injustice 


On  this  day  40  years  ago  the 
United  Nations  formally  came 
into  being.  In  sonorous  and 
lofty  tones,  the  charier,  signed 
at  San  Francisco  four  months 
earlier,  gave  voice  to  the 
aspirations  of  peoples  devas- 
tated by  war.  ruined  by  tyranny 
and  dedicated  to  lifting  the  yoke 
of  foreign  domination. 

It  sought  to  give  shape  to  that 
vision  of  an  Elysian  world  in, 
which  American  President ' 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt's  four 
essential  freedoms  - freedom  of 
expression,  freedom  to  worship, 
freedom  from  want  and  free- 
dom from  fear  - would  become 
reality. 

It  expressed  determination  to 
eliminate  “the  scourge  of  war”, 
affirmed  faith  in  human  dignity 
and  equal  rights,  pledged  itself 
to  establish  justice  and  promote 
social  progress,  undertook  to 
maintain  international  peace 
and  security,  and  determined  to 
ensure  that  armed  force  “shall 
not  be  used,  save  in  the 
common  interest”. 

Today,  to  man),  indeed  to 
most  people,  all  this  will  sound 
heady  idealism  at  best,  empty, 
unrealistic,  unfulfilled  and,  at 
worst,  dangerously  naive.  To 
them,  the  UN  is  cither  a failure 
or  a farce. 

But  that  is  far  from  the  view 
of  the  United  Nations  Associ- 
ation. the  principal  non-govem- 
mcntal  organization  in  the 
United  Kingdom  which  actively 
promotes  its  principles. 

Malcolm  Harper,  director  of 
the  association  in  Britain,  says: 
"We  are  still  losing  the  war 
against  poverty  and  injustice.” 
Although  war  was  an  affront  to 
the  creator,  global  spending  on 
war  and  war  preparations  was  at 
grotesque  levels,  with  reliance 
on  war  or  the  threat  of  war 
remaining  the  major  means  of 
resolving  international  differ- 
ences. 

He  is  conscious  that  across 
the  street  from  his  office,  in  the 


Department  of  Defence,  the 
Defence  Sales  Organization 
makes  money  for  Britain  by 
selling  the  weapons  of  war  - 
often  to  countries  which  are 
among  the  world's  worst  offend- 
ers against  human  rights. 

Simultaneously,  some  S00 
million  people  live  io  abject 
poverty,  most  of  the  world's 
population  lacks  regular  access 
to  safe  water,  half  the  world's 
adults  are  illiterate,  and  the 
North-South  divide  is  worsening. 

On  these  and  many  related 
issues  the  UNA  acts  as  a 
lobbying,  campaigning  and 
educative  pressure  group  which 
enjoys  all-party  support.  Mrs 
Thatcher  as  well  „as  Neil 
K innock.  David  Steel  and 
David  Owen  are  honorary 
presidents. 

The  association  has  13.000 
members  in  more  than  300 
branches  throughout  the  coun- 
try and  some  ISO  affiliated 
organizations  - trade  unions, 
religious  bodies  and  political 
groups  - and  is  associated  with 
a host  of  other  committees  and 
campaigns  concerned  with 
everything  from  the  release  of 
Nelson  Mandela  to  promoting 
awareness  among  mothers  and 
health  workers  that  “breast  is 
best”. 

The  association  does  not 
necessarily  subscribe  to  each 
and  every  tenet  of  this  evange- 
lizing multitude.  But  it  does 
subscribe  to  Churchill's  view 
ihai  jaw-jaw  is  better  that  war- 
war. 

The  association  is  'clearly 
open  to  two  main  charges  - that 
it  is  little  better  than  a talking 
shop  and  thaL  by  giving 
credence  and  respectability  not 
only  to  bodies  such  as  Amnesty 
and  the  General  Synod  but  to 
CND  or  Women  for  World 
Disarmament,  it  is.  even  though 
only  "cordially  related”  to  them 
and  not  formally  linked,  an 
unwitting  tool  of  the  Left  or

even  of  campaigns  which  are 
Soviet-inspired. 

“We  are  a talking  shop”,  Mr 
Harper  responds.  “We  arc  a 
liberal,  with  a small  *1',  talking 
shop,  because  we  arc  trying  to 
build  up  international  under- 
standing instead  of  pushing 
ideas  like  Russia  being  ‘an 
empire  of  evil’,  and  if  this  seems 
leftist  then  that  is  probably  to 
do  with  the  way  Left  is 
defined.” 

The  association  is  current- 
ly for  an  all-round  nuclear 
weapons  freeze.  British  accept- 
ance of  the  Law  of  the  Sea  treaty 
and  greater  UN  involvement  in 
bringing  peace  to  the  Lebanon, 
the  Middle  East  generally  and 
the  South  Atlantic. 

These  and  similar  issues  lead 
info  contentious  areas  where 
prospects  of  agreement  or 
wholehearted  implementation 
arc  remote. 

Yet.  the  association  tfekes 


pride  in  the  achievements  of  the 
world  body  and  its  offshoots. 
There  are  the  nuclear  non-pro- 
liferation treaty,  measures  to 
assist  and  rehabilitate  refugees, 
the  eradication  of  smallpox,  a 
siring  of  peace-keeping  initiat- 
ives - often  under-publicized  - 
the  current  Decade  for  Safe 
Drinking  Water  and  Sanitation. 

After  the  return  to  power  of 
the  Conservative  Government 
in  1983.  the  association  spon- 
sored the  issue  of  an  “Agenda 
for  the  UK”,  which  set  out  its 
international  priorities  for  Par- 
liament. The  five  main  topics 
on  which  it  focussed  were,  and 
are,  disarmament,  world  devel- 
opment. the  security  role  of  the 
UN.  confidence  building  and 
human  rights. 

The  association  argues  that 
disarmament  and  development 
arc  inextricably  linked.  It  is  not 
only  that  resources  go  on  arms 
instead  of  improving  the  lot  of

Nobody  knows  this  better 
than  the  United  Nations, 
which  has  persevered  in  the 
pursuit  of  peace  for  the  past 
*40  years. 

Patiently,  persistently  the 
UN  has  kept  up  the  quest, 
often  in  the  face  of  great  dis- 
couragement, ever  buoyed 
by  the  certainty  that  it  is  in 
the  right. 

When  UN  efforts  fail,  we 
read  all  about  them  on  the 
frontpages.  But,  its  successes 
often  go  unsung:  confron- 


tations avoided,  accords 
achieved,  tensions  eased. 
Quiet  diplomacy  seldom 
makes  headlines. 

Those  who  expected  the 
UN  to  perform  miracles 
are  no  doubt  disappointed. 

In  the  words  of  former  Secre- 
tary-General Kurt  Waldheim, 
the  UN  could  have-...  a 
vitality,  a variety  and  a poten- 
tial unmatched  by  any  human 
institution  that  Has  existed 
before." 

It  is  that  thought  which 
moves  us  to  salute  the  UN 
as  we  have  for  2 7 vears.  Em-

world  observe  the  founding 
of  the  UN  as  a paid  holiday. 
The  UN  deserves  our 
support.  Rather  than  dwell 
on  its  shortcomings,  let  us 
reflect  on  its  aspirations  and 
accomplishments. 

The  world  is  worth  it. 
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the  poverty-stricken  millions,  it 
argues,  but  that  huge  military 
budgets  distort  entire  econo- 
mies and  prevent  basic  needs 
being  met  in  developing  coun- 
tries. 

To  promote  confidence 
building,  both  between  East  and 
West  and  North  and  South,  the 
association  believes  the 
Government  should  implement 
and  extend  the  Helsinki  pro- 
visions, promote  Internationa] 
contacts  through  visa  relaxation 
and  through  sporting,  cultural 
and  professional  links. 

To  South 'Africa,  however, 
that  does  not  apply.  In  that 
case,  the  association  urges 
support  of  comprehensive 
mandatory  sanctions  and  a 
progressive  disengagement  from 
all  Tbrms  of  collaboration  with 
South  Africa,  cultural  and 
sporting  as  well  as  military, 
diplomatic  and  economic. 

While  it  seeks  to  combat 
human  rights  abuses  in  Turkey 
and  Iran,  it  also  believes  that 
human  rights  in  Britain  require 
“more  direct  and  practical 
measures  to  combat  unemploy- 
ment. to  improve  social  services 
and  to  tackle  race  relations 
problems" 

The  leading  members  of  the 
association  are  not  unaware  of 
the  fundamental  problem  facing 


it  as  an'  essentially  idealistic 
body.  One  way  in  which  it  is  to 
be  tackled  will  be  to  strengthen 
the  association's  library  and 
research  facilities 

Bui  it  is,  of  course,  basically 
concerned  to  influence  the 
climate  of  opinion,  not  necess- 
arily directly  or  with  a high 
profile.  While  the  idealism  of 
many  who  hoped  for  a new 
dawn  in  1945  may  have  faded, 
as  .so  many  expectations  of  the 
United  Nations  have  failed  to 
be  fulfilled,  the  association  does 
not  fail  to  find  a ready  response 
among  the  young. 

There  are  those,  too,  among 
the  older  generations  who, 
however  disappointed,  retain  an 
abiding  faith  in  the  ideals  of  the 
charter  and  of  internationalism. 
They  remain  convinced  that 
intractable  though  the  world’s 
problems  may  seem,  dire  as  the 
many  dangers  undoubtedly  are, 
the  only  real  solution  is  a new 
world  order  in  which  nations 
work  together  in  harmony  on  a 
global  scale,  just  as  they  have 
learned  to  do  on  a smaller  scale 
in  the  European  Community 
and  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  success  of  those  two 
institutions  shows  that  UN 
ideals  arc  not  chimerical.  To 
those  ideals  the  association 
remains  steadfast.

Few  events  of  recent  years  have 
galvanized  young  people  for  a 
worthy  cause  more  than  the 
Band  Aid  project.  Although  the 
association  was  not  involved, 
the  issue  of  starvation  in  Africa 
and  the  desire  to  help  the 
starving  led  to  a surge  of 
interest  among  young  people  in 
the  work  of  the  association  and 
its  youth  wing. 

Its  main  campaign  at  present, 
entitled  Change  for  Develop- 
ment. seeks  “to  bring  about  big 
changes  with  small  change”  by 
load  groups. 

“Now  that  we  have  saved 
lives  with  aid,”  says  Andrew 
McIntyre.  20.  the  association's 
vouth  council's  publication 
officer,  “the  task  is  to  invest  in 
the  third  world  and  giye 
development  aid  which  will 
help  the  people  of  developing 
countries  lo.help  themselves” 

Governments  cannot 
be  relied  upon 

The  Band  Aid  campaign  has 
shown.  Mr  McIntyre  argues, 
that  governments  cannot  be 
relied  upon,  and  on  their  track 
record  do  not  seem  to  be  able  to 
deal  other  than  in  a makeshift 
way  with  such  deep-seated 
problems,  as  poverty  and  mass 
starvation.  “It  is  up  to  ordinary 
people  to  do  it”,  he  say’s. 

But  it  is  just  not  good  enough 
to  raise  big  sums  every  so  often 
to  appease  guilt  for  a time,  he 
adds.  “Our  long-term  aim  is  to 
commit  a whole  new  generation 
to  the  UN  system,  because  the 
charter  is  still  there  and  it  is  a 


beacon  which  shows  how  things 
should  be. 

“The  reason  why  the  ideals  of 
the  charier  have1  not  been : 
carried  out  is  hot  because  they 
are  impossible  but  because 
governments  lack  the  political 
will. 

“It  is  possible  for  young 
people  to  change  that  and  make 
their  governments  . commit 
themselves  to  the  UN  and  to 
making  it  work.”  There  is,  says 
Mr  McIntyre,  a loss  of  idealism 
compared  with  the  hopes  of  40 
years  ago,  and  the  young  today 
have  a cynical  attitude  towards 
world  politics. 

“That  cynicism  is  a reflection 
of  governmental  cynicism, 
which- is  why  it  is  so  essential  to 
make  the  UN  concept  a credible 
alternative. 

1 “The  last  year  has  shown  that 
there  is  support  among  the 
young  for  this.”  More  than  20 
new  branches  have  begun  in 
schools,  universities  and  com- 
munities, and  the  comprehen- 
sive approach 'of  the  associ- 
ation, which  sees  a linkage 
between  major  world  problems 
and  looks  at  them  in  global 
terms,  is  more  appealing  than 
sectional  campaigns,  Mr  Mc- 
Intyre suggests. 

The  Change  for  Development 
campaign  is  not  only  out  .to 
raise  money  to  fund  projects  in 
developing  countries  but  also  to 
extend  the  educational  work  of 
the  association  by  forming 
groups  which  hear  lectures,  sec 
videos  and  films  on  world 
issues  and  organize  discussions. 
More  than  500  schools  have 
undertaken  to  participate.

Countries  allotted 
to  schools 

Countries  were  allotted  to 
most  participating  schools  at 
random.  Glossop  School,  for 
example,  finds  itself  with  the 
tricky  task  of  putting-  the 
Albanian  viewpoint  on  these 
issues. 

Spencer  Park  School  in 
Wandsworth  will  represent

Computer 
aid  for 
peasants’ 
rights 

One  of  the  most  important 
practical  aspects  of  the  associ- 
ation's work  is  its  International 
Service,  .which  gives  concrete 
expression  to  its  idealistic 
concerns  by  sending  . skilled 
people  to  work  in  third  world- 
countries. 

Its  co-ordinator,  Bernard 
Taylor,  makes  the  point  that 
though  the  UNAIS  began  in 
much  the  same  spirit  as  the 
Voluntary  Service  Overseas 
organization  and  similar  move- 
ments, it  was  not  nuuned  by 
amateurs  or  young  graduates 
who,  however  dedicated,  were 
inexperienced. 

The  fieldworkers  were  trained 
professionals  and  many  were  in 
their  30s  - recruited  by 
advertising  in  The  Times  and 
elsewhere  - and  their  work 
dovetailed  with  that  of  govern- 
mental technical  assistance* 

The  service  has  five  overseas 
representatives  and  34  workers 
in  the  field.  Most  are  engaged  in 
small  community  projects  en- 
tirely in  non-Anglophone  coun- 
tries, the  aim  being  to  streng- 
then links  with  countries  where 
Britain  does  not  have  a big 
presence. 

The  countries  where  UNAIS 
volunteers  are  now  working  are 
the  Cape  Verde  Islands,  Mali, 
Burkina  Faso  (formerly  Upper 
Volta),  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Rira- 
guay,  and  the  occupied  West 
Bank  area  in  the  Middle  East. 

In  the  Cape  Verde  Islands, 
one  * volunteer  is  advising  the 
National  Co-operatives  Move- 
ment. Mali  has  a UNAIS 
engineer  working  on  stove 
technology  in  a village,  two 
environmental  health  tech- 
nicians and  a researcher  looking 
into  rural  energy  use. 

In  addition  to  nurses,  mid- 
wives and  other  health  workers, 
the  three  • South  _ American 
countries  have  nutritionists,  and 
livestock  technicians  - from 
UNAIS.  In  La  Paz,  a funded 
computer  programmer  has  been 
assigned  to  an  organization 
which  promotes  the  rights  of 
peasants. 

- in  Ramallah,  on  the  West 
Bank,  there  is  a British  legal 
worker  doing  research  and  law 
reporting,  a development  econ- 
omist and  a nursery  .teacher, 
while  in  Birzeit  a UNAIS- 
funded  water  engineer  is  work- 
ing - on  a community  health 
project  and  a medical  laboratory 
technician  is  taking  part  in  a 
rural  health  programme. 

“Drops  in  the  ocean”,  in  the 
famous  Oxfam  phrase.  But  in 
human  terms  it  is  surely 
invaluable.  And  in  terms  of 
creating  international  goodwill, 
on  which  the  future  so  much 
depends,  its  worth,  likewise,  is 
inestimable.

Q:  Why  is  the  UNA  so 
important  to  you? 

A:  Before  ihe  Second  World 
War  I was  very  active  as  a 
youngster  in  the  League  of 
Nations  Youth  Group,  but  was 
very  conscious  of  the  failings  of 
the  League.  When  1 was  a 
prisoner  of  war  in  Europe  I 
made  a pledge  that  if  1 came 
through  I would  seek  to  do 
everything  1 could  to  strengthen 
whatever  new  world  organiza- 
tion supplanted  the  League.  I 
started  as  a regional  officer  of 
the  UNA  in  Manchester. 

Q:  Do  you  not  feel  that  your 
hopes  have  been  disappointed? 

A:  The  charter  was  written  at  a 
time  when  there  was  tremen- 
dous optimism  and  before  the 
cold  war  developed.  But  then  it 
became  clear  that  many  of  the 
procedures  set  out  in  the  UN 
charter  could  not  apply  to  a 
divided  world.  Also,  it  was 


drafted  in  a world  where  there 
were  only  52  independent 
countries.  But  although  much  of 
the  charter  is  inappropriate,  the 
UN  can  still  be  used  as  a very 
flexible  instrument.  Almost 
every'  international  issue  goes 
there.  Whatever  they  get  re- 
solved is  a different  matter  but 
many  of  them  are  debated  and 
discussed  and  as  a former 
Foreign  Office  minister  l know 
how  often  issues  have  been 
resolved  through  discussions  at 
the  UN  when  that  could  have 
been  done  in  any  other  way. 

Its  universality  is  so  valuable, 
which  is  one  reason  why  I am  so 
hotly  opposed  to  Britain  pulling 
out  of  Uncsco.  The  UN  in 
international  disputes  is  like 
Acas  in  industrial  disputes  at 
home.  It  cannot  by  itself  resolve 
conflicts  and  differences  but  it 
provides  a structure  whereby 
such  problems  can  be  tackled 
and  solved  if  governments  show 
flexibility  3nd  imagination. 

Q:  Is  the  UNA  not  espousing 
too  many  causes,  trying  to  do 
too  many  things? 

A:  It  is  much- easier  to  be  a 
single-issue  organization  like 
Oxfam  or  Amnesty.  But  the 
association  exists  to  support  the 
UN.  though  not  uncritically. 


Wc  cannot  possibly  say  we  are 
not  interested  in  some  aspects 
of  its  work  or  the  work  of  its 
agencies. 

Q:  But  to  be  effective,  do  you  not 
need  to  focus  your  efforts? 

A:  Wc  are.  certainly,  concemrat- 
.ing  at  this  moment  on  trying  to 
get  people  to  realize  that  th'c 
UN  has  lasted  twice  as  long  as 
the  League.  Our  two  central 
campaigning  issues  just  now  are 
to  keep  Britain  in  Unesco  and 
to  get  Britain  to  support  the 
Law  of  the  Sea  Treaty.  But  that 
docs  not  mean  we  are  not  still 
heavily  involved  in  issues  like 
famine  relief,  disarmament  and 
apartheid 

Q:  Hare  you  a problem  in 
opposing  the  Government  on 
your  two  central  campaigning 
issues  while  working  as  an  all- 
party  association? 

A:  Britain  is  one  of  the  five 
permanent  members  of  ihe 
Security  Council  and  should 
therefore  take  a leading  role  at 
the  UN.  Whenever  it  does  not. 
wc  should  and  do  say  so.  and 
being  an  all-parry  organization 
gives  us  added  strength.  It 
would  be  a tragedy  if  That 
ceased.  Conservatives  play  a 
very  active  part  even  though  we 
oppose  some  of  iheir  policies.

Bangor  City  will  not  live  happily 
ever  after.  They  put  up  a gallant  and 
courageous  light  against  Atlelico 
Madrid  at  Farrar  Road  last  night, 
but  the  fairy  talc  will  not  have  an 
appropriate  ending. 

The  hopes  ot  Wales  hung  on  the 
most  slender  of  threads  anyway.  No 
collection  of  part-timers  that  has 
gone  down  recently  to  the  likes  of 
Workington  could  reasonably  ex- 
pect to  succeed  against  professional 
opponents  who  had  dismissed 
Celtic  in  the  first  round  and  beaten 
Barcelona  in  the  past  few  weeks. 

It  was  dearly  crucial  thqt  in  the 
early  stages  Bangor,  who  had  rebuilt 
their  stadium  for  the  fixture, 
protected  their  own  designs  on  the 
pilch  as  well  They  did  so  for  half  a 
dozen  minutes.  They  were  even 
awarded  the  first  corner  and  created 
(he  first  genuine  threat,  a header 
from  Palios.  their  captain,  which 
skidded  past  a past.  • 

But  the  Spaniards,  bemused  when 
they-  entered  the  tiny  arena  that  sits 
in  the  hills  on  the  edge  of  Menai 
Straits,  took  the  lead  during  their 
opening  break.  Marina  was  respon- 
sible. He  led  Banks  sitting 
uncomfortably  on  the  floor  and 
Davies  sprawling  inelegantly  in  his 
goalmouth.  Da  Silva,  the  Uru- 
guayan international  finally  lapped 
in  the  ball. 

Bangor,  as  eager  and  as  enthusi- 
astic as  schoolchildren,  continued 
the  chase  and  scuttle  around  as 
[hough  the  sci-back  had  never 
occurred.  As  a result.  Ailciico  often 
looked  uncomfortable  in  the 
midfield  skirmishes  and  even  at  lhc 
back  when  Cartwright  opened  up 
their  left  (lank  for  Powell  to  drive 
narrow  ly  wide.

Agreement 
eludes 
League  and 
television

The  Football  League  stubbornly 
stood  their  ground  yesterday  in 
negotiations  with  the  television 
companies  over  coverage,  and  the 
meeting  at  White  Hart  Line  ended 
without  reaching  any  agreement. 
The  parties  did,  however,  agree  that 
"sufficient  progress"  had  been  made 
to  justify  a further  meeting  ia  the 
near  future. 

The  television  negotiators  must 
have  been  optimistic  about  forci  ng  a 
deal  after  recent  news  of  a 
breakaway  "super  league"  seemed 
to  undermine  the  strength  of 
football's  negotiators,  not  to 
mention  the  acute  financial  position 
of  so  many  of  their  number.  But  the 
League  refused  to  budge  on  the 
question  of  five  matches.  Graham 
Kelly,  the  League  secretary,  said:  "it 
is  not  about  money.  It  is  the 
equation  between  recorded  and  live 
matches,  and  I won't  deviate  from 
thaL" 

Kelly  would  not  be  drawn  on 
whether  the  next  meeting  would  be 
before  November  12  when  the 
League  chairman  meet  or  whether 
any  proposals  would  be  put  to  the 
chairmen  then  Mr  Kelly  said:  "!  do 
not  think  that  protracted  nego- 
tiations arc  doing  either  side  any 
good,  but  one  has  to  go  through 
ihese  meetings  and  attempt  lo  reach 
an  agreement".  He  added:  “It  seems 
right  not  to  prejudice  negotiations 
by  going  into  the  delicate  points 
which  are  under  discussion." 

The  television  authorities  are 
insistent  that  the  number  of  live 
matches  should  be  increased 
because  viewers  arc  losing  interest 
in  recorded  highlights.  The  original 
package  which  the  League  rejected 
was  for  16  live  games  a season  in  a , 
four-year  deal  worth  £19.2  million. 
The  League  insisted  that  10  live  I 
games  should  be  the  maxi  mum.  , 
With  a third  or  this  season  gone, 
many  of  the  most  attractive  matches  | 
left  will  be  in  the  FA  Cup.  But  the 
FA  have  refused  lo  negotiate  a 
separate  deal  until  the  League  and

Irish  to  see 
Chelsea 
match  live 

Thames  Television  plan  to  go 
ahead  with  their  live  screening  of 
Saturday's  Chelsea- Manchester 
United  game  to  the  Republic  of 
Ireland  despite  an  objection  from 
Northern  Ireland. 

An  ITV  spokesman.  Peter 
Coppock.  said  yesterday.  “The 
match  will  be  screened  live  to 
several  European  countries.  Wc 
send  pictures  to  the  European 
Broadcasting  Union  in  Geneva  and 
they  farm  it  out  to  the  various  TV 
companies,  including  RTE  in 
Dublin,  whose  pictures  can  be 
picked  up  in  Northern  Ireland. 

“I  -honestly  don’t  know  how 
anybody  is  going  to  stop  the 
broadcast  to  Ireland,  but  nobody 
has  approached  us." 

The  Irish  Football  Association 
asked  the  Football  Association  and 
the  Football  League  for  help  because 
of  fears  that  the  live  screening  would 
disrupt  attendances  at  Saturday’s 
league  games  in  Northern  Ireland. 
The  request  was  supported  by  the 
Dublin-based  Football  Association 
of  Ireland  (FAI).  The  FAI  secretary, 
Peadar  O'Driscoll,  is  adamant  that 
FIFA's  rale  37  obliges  the  FA  to 
stop  the  broadcast,  while  the  FA  feel 
that  it  is  up  to  the  FAI.  The  League, 
who  made  the  agreement  which 
allows  games  to  be  beamed  to  the 
continent,  arc  also  reluctant  to  take 
action.

Pike  caught  in  an 
infernal  triangle

A barbaric  method  of  angling 
which  should  be  prohibited.- and  may 
be.  is  dead-baiting  for  pike-  It  b 
cruel,  for  one  thing,  and  unnecess- 
ary, for  another.  Toe  bait  — a small 
roach,  herring,  or  something  of  that 
kind  - is  armed  with  treble  books 
and  ledgerad  In  an  area  already 
ground  baited  with  other  dead  fish  so 
as  to  attract  the  pike. 

The  pike,  as  often  as  not, 

(he  bait  and  goes  off  with  the  I 
firmlv  embedded  in  the  throat  or 
stomach.  When  the  angler  lands  the 
pike  he  Is  advised  - in  a recent 
article  in  the  Shooting  Times- to  evt 
the  trace  as  far  down  the  throat  as 
possible,  release  the  fish  and  ‘Heare 
nature  to  take  care  of  the  rest"-

stomach,  sometimes  more  than  one, 
n pike  U nnllkey  to  sun-ire  for  tong. 

Death  trill  be  slow  and  painfaL  That 
is  what  “lea ring  nature  to  take  care 
of  the  rest*  wffl  do.  There  is  no  hint 
of  any  regret,  no  words  to  suggest 
that  the  practice  might  be  un- 
pleasant, though  the  writer  does 
admit  that  there  might  be  a case,  for 
using  single  hooks  bwteadof  JJ** 
- presumably  on  the  ground  that* 
siiigjle  hook  will  be  easier  for  a fish 
todigest- 

Wbat  is  so  sad  about  the  whole 
bossiness  is  the  indiffwence^  the 
writer  of  this  article.  Fred  J.  T dylor, 
to  the  consequences.  He  says,  m 


effect,  that  it  is  not  for  him  to  judge. 
He  is  aware  that  pike  may  die.  Bat  it 
may  be  - Is  this  what  he  is 
suggesting?  - the  pike’s  fault: 

“Pike  do  not  seem  to  be  able  to 
distinguish  between  an  unattached 
dead-bait  and  one  armed  with  treble 
hooks.  They  are  all  treated  as 
manna  and  devoured  on  the  spot. 
Ledgering  with  dead-baits  can  he 
both  productive  and  exciting  hot 
there  is -a  case  noe  for  the  use  of 
single  hooks  on  many  waters  where 
dead  bails  are  taken  with  a great 
deal  of  too  much  confidence.  Future 
sport,  as  I see  it,  could  depend  open 
a reduction  of  pre-baiting  with  dead 
Gsh  or  fish  portions.” 

Future  sport  might  wcD  depend  on 
more  things  than  a reduction  in  pre- 
baiting.  It  may  depend  on  public 
Opinion.

Heading! cj’.  Mick  Blacker,  acting  as 
a local  radio  commentator,  looked 
back  bitterly  at  the  unhappy  ending 
to  his  spell  as  player-coach  at 
Mansfield.  Blacker  was  sacked 
summarily  following  the  game  in 
which  his  team  suffered  the 
humiliation  of  having  76  points 
scored  against  them  by  Leigh. 
Mansfield  Marksman,  like  FaF  ' 
un.  Carlisle,  Cardiff  and  Southend 
before  them,  are  Ending  that  the  . 
euphoria  of  an  opening  game, 
followed  by  a reasonably  successful 
first  season,  can  soon  degenerate' 
into  a struggle  to  survive.  Blacker 
led  Mansfield  Marksman  in  their - 
first  season  to  a respectable  position  - 
in  the  second  division,  and  saw 
crowds  build  op  to  more  than  1.000 
at  Field  Mill  football  grand.  This 
season,  however,  as  Blacker  admits: 
"It's  got  to  the  point  when  I could  no . 
longer  get  through  to  the  players, 
and  the  thrashing  at  Leigh  was  the 
last  straw." 

Though  the  parting  of  the  ways 
was  Hw  vita  We.  Blacker  says  he  was 
hurt  at  the  manner  of  his  dismissal. 
"When  we  were  beaten  by  Sheffield 
Eagles  I offered  my  resignation.  J 
was  persuaded  to  stay  and  told  that  I 
would  not  be  sacked,  but  would  be 
given  time  to  get  things  right.'lf  they 
did  hot  improve,  I would  be  given  the  ' 
opportunity  to  resign  with  dignity. 
After  the  Leigh  thrashing,  they 
sacked  me  without  giving  me  the 
chance  to  resign." 

Blacker  underlines  the  difficulties 
in  football  territory  at  field  M1IL  MIr 
costs  £23,000  a year  to  rent  the 
ground  and  facilities,  and  ever? 
home  match  costs  nearly  £300  in 
expenses.  The  club  needs  something 
like  1,506  spectators  at  every  home 
game  to  break  even,  bat  the  figure 
has  now  dropped  to  around  700  or 
800.  Mansfield  need  experienced 
players  to  bring  on  the  youngsters, 
but  the  club  has  sent  players  like 
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Sieve  Nicholson  and  Heigh  White- 
man  out  on  loan,  and  given  transfers 
19  Derek  Fiimigan  and  Mike  Kelly, 
all  of  whom  -have  bad  first  division 
experience.  Yon  can't  build  a team 
that  way." 

The  major  problem  at  Mansfield 
h undoubtedly  player  indiscipline. 
There  is  something  radically  wrong 
with-  the  attitude  of  professional 
players  who  sing  on  the  coach  on 
returning  from  a match  where  they 
have  received  a humiliating  76-point 
drubbing.  At  other  times  they  have 
defied  directors  and  the  coach  and 
insisted  that,  they-  stay  at  a hotel  for 
ao  extra  drink,  long  after  the  team 
coach  is  dne  to  leave. 

That  is  what  has  been  happening 
at  Field  Mill  and  the  chairman,  Paul 
Tomlinson,  and  the  ' managing 
director;  Dave  Parker,  are  deter- 
mined to  stamp  it  out  and  produce  a 
squad  of  talented,  disciplined 
professional  players.  "If  they  don't 
like  it,  then  they  can  go",  says 
PUrber.  Currently  the  veteran  half 
back  and  loose  forward,  Kerry 
Laugton,  tike  Blacker,  a former 
Halifax  player,  is  being  given  the 
chance  to,  in  Parker's  words,  “poll 
the  ship  round".  If  he  fares  no  better 
than  Mick  Blacker  in  gaining  some 
semblance  of  authority  over  the 
players,  then  someone  else  will  be 
sought. 

"We  can  survive  financially  and 
keep  the  club  going  despite  our 
problems  if  we  can  get  it  right  on  the 
'field  and  in  the  dressing  room",  says 
Dare  Parker.  "We  have  some  good 
players  here,  and  first  division  dubs 
keep  coning  in  with  offers.  We  just 
need  to  steady  the  boat  and  get  the 
sort  of  results  we  were  getting  last 
season." 

It  was  a moving  moment  at  last 
weekend's  international  match  when 
the  Great  Britain  team  came  on  to 
the  Headingley  pitch  carrying  their 
mascot.  The  players  insisted  on 
calling  it  Sully,  in  memory  of  the 
late  CHre  Sullivan.  MBE,  whose 
death  at  the  age  of  42  is  still  being 
mourned.

Grand  prix 
changes 
due  from 
IAAF 

Oslo  fRcutcr)  - Officials  of  the 
International  Amateur  Athletic 
Federation  meeting  today  to  decide 
lhc  schedule  Tor  the  1986’ grand  prix 
scries  arc  expected  to  make  rule 
changes  aimed  at  improving  the 
format.  The  two-day  meeting  will 
also  decide  the  international 
calendar  for  other  athletics  events 
next  rear.  The  IAAF  have  been 
criticized  over  ihe  formal  or  tiss 
inaugural  grand  prix  scries  of  16 
meetings  in  Europe  and  the  United 
States  - only  six  of  which  were  able 
to  stage  tire  required  number  of 
scoring  events,  under  the  existing 
rules,  if  a particular  competition 
does  not  attract  at  least  five  athletes 
listed  among  the  hvrid's  top  50,  it 
cannot  be  included  in  the  grand  prix 
scries. 

According  to  an  IAAF  official,  the 
Oslo  meeting  "will  discuss  the 
practical  and  technical  problems 
aparenc  last  season  and  implement 
certain  changes  in  the  regulations". 

IAAF  sources  said  the  federation 
was  expected  to  revise  the  present 
rules,  under  which  meetings  which 
foiled  to  stage  the  required  12 
scoring  events  in  1985  would  be 
removed  from  next  season's  grand 
prix  circuiL  In  on  effort  to  increase 
participation  by  leading  competi- 
tors. tne  IAAF  will  also  consider 
increasing  the  S500.000  (about 
£345.000)  prize  money  on  offer  this 
season. 

The  United  States,  which  staged 
grand  prix  meetings  in  San  Jose. 
California,  and  Eugene.  Oregon,  last 
year,  is  expected  to  lose  the  Eugene 
event,  while  East  Germany  looks 
likely  to  join  the  dreuitt  with  a 
meeting  in  Dresden.  Sources  said 
the  1986  grand  prix  season  was 
likely  to  start  at  San  Jose  on  May  3 1. 
and  end  with  the  finals  in  Rome  oq 
September  10. 


Stockholm  (AFP)  - Sweden's 
weightlifting  federation  cannot 
afford  to  send  a team  to  the  world 
championships  in  Indonesia  next 
year.

The  general  council’s  state- 
ment said  there  was  a "deliber- 
atc  NCB  strategy  to  close  pits, 
cut  the  industry’s  workforce, 
virtually  terminate  national 
level  bargaining  and  to  under- 
mine the  NUM." 

Mr  Roy  Lynk,  the  general, 
secretary  of  the  Nottingham- 
shire miners,  has  made  it  clear 
that  he  wants  to  remain  within 
the  TUC  membership  of  which 
is  generally  regarded  as  a 
institutional  requirement  for 
affiliation  to  the  Labour  Party, 
and  may  consider  legal  action  if 
necessary.  Precedent  however 
weighs  heavily  against  TUC 
affiliation  of  breakaway  organi- 
zations. 

Supporters  of  the  breakaway 
are  likely  to  argue  that  their  case 
was  helped  by  the  insistence  by 
Mr  Arthur  Scargin,  the  national 
president,  four  years  ago,  that 
the  Nottinghamshire  and  other 
areas  were  independent  organi- 
zations when  pressing  his  case 
for  more  than  one  representa- 
tive on  the  TUC  general 
council. 

Supporters  of  the  NUM 
however  are  reported  to  be 
considering  initiating  action 
against  unions  on  the  right  wing 
of  the  political  spectrum  of  the 
TUC  whom  they  regard  as 
having  given  succour  to  the 
breakaway,  citing  the  case  of  the 
National  Union  of  Seamen 
which  was  suspended  in  the 
1920s  for  aiding  the  breakaway, 
led  in  Nottinghamshire  by  Mr 
George  Spencer.  MP. 

Mr  Mick  McGahey,  the 
NUM’s  vice-president,  said 
later  that  Mr  Ian  MacGregor, 
coal  board  chairman,  had 
imported  "union  bashing  in  the 
finest  American  way"  by  foster- 
ing the  breakaway  organization.

Bob  Geldof  has  pledged 
money  from  the  funds  of  the 
Live  Aid  concerts  for  work  in 
areas  involved  in  the  Ethiopian 
government's  controversial 
resettlement  scheme.  So  far 
this  project  has  moved  more 
than  half  a million  peasant 
farmers  from  the  famine-affec- 
ted northern  provinces  to  virgin 
land  in  the  South-west. 

Mr  Geldofs  decision  under- 
lines a growing  acceptance 
among  aid  workers  here  that 
the  problems  of  people  in  the 
resettlement  camps  cannot  be 
ignored. 

"Most  countries  and  most 
agencies  have  not  been  in 
favour  of  resettlement  We  did 
not  like  the  way  It  was  done, 
the  speed  it  was  carried  ont 
with,  or  the  lack  of  adequate 
preparation  but  we  have  to 
recognize  it  as  a fact  of  life  In

Ethiopia  today.”  said  Father 
Jack  Finnucaine.  field  director 
of  the  Irish  charity  Concern. 
About  700,000  people  have 
been  moved  so  far  and  they 
need  our  help.” 

This  week  Concern  an- 
nounced that  it  had  received  a 
£700,000  grant  from  a consor- 
tium funded  by  the  Canadian 
Government  for  work  in  the 
resettlement  camps  In  Wollega. 
A German  agency,  Menschen 
fiir  Menschen,  is  already  at 
work  in  resettlement  areas. 

A third  charity.  World 
Vision,  has  also  declared  its 
support  for  the  policy  to 
abandon  the  "old.  desolate,  dry 
and  barren”  places  in  the 
north. 

Earlier  this  month  a report 
by  the  environmental  group. 
Survival  International,  based 
on  the  testimony  of  people  who 
had  escaped  from  the  camps 
and  fled  to  Sudan,  condemned 
the  programe  as  brutal. 


"I  hare  been  to  25  different 
settlements  in  the  past  six 
months.  There  is  no  donbt  that 
they  are  hard  places  - it  takes 
three  years  to  clear  virgin  land 
and  make  it  produce  - but  they 
are  not  anything  like  as  horrific 
as  has  been  suggested.  I have 
seen  no  evidence  of  it,”  Father 
Finnucaiue  said. 

A good  deal  of  controversy 
centres  around  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  the  programme 
is  voluntary.  There  is  no 
shortage  of  eye-witness  testi- 
mony to  incidents  in  the  Adwa, 
Axum  and  Mekele  areas  of 
Tigre  in  which  fanners  have 
been  rounded  up  at  gunpoint. 

Privately  Ethiopian  officials 
acknowledge  that  these  reports 
are  true  but  say  they  constitute  a 
minority  of  "perhaps  10.000  of 
the  544,291  people  so  far 
officially  registered  as . having 
been  moved”.  The  incidents  are 
put  down  to  over-zealous  local 
officials

Mrs  Mandela  said  the  unrest 
has  been  largely  confined  to 
black  areas  so  far  because 
apartheid  laws  required  blacks 
to  live  in  townships  designated 
for  them. 

“As  long  as  Pretoria  resists 
the  people's  fight  against  apart- 
heid. so  will  violence  be  the  [ 
order  of  the  day,”  she  said.

white  ele; 


Captain  Fracis  Light  fbtuider 
of  Georgetown  in  1786,  would 
no  doubt  foil  to  be  surprised  at 
the  celebrations  being  orga- 
nized to  commemorate  tne 
bicentenary  of  Penang's  state 
capital  next  year. 

He  was  a man  of  bis  tunes, 
and  in  those  days  coloouti 
exploration  was  not  equate0 
with  exploitation.  His  bfe  as  a 
European  colonizer  is  not  the 
stuff  of  which  modern  ballads 
are  made  in  South-East  Asia. 

None  the  less,  the  free  port 
he  established  on  Betel  Nut 
Island  is  still  a flourishing 
commercial-  entrepot  and  its 
predominantly  Chinese  people 
respect  the  memory  of  a good 
businessman. 

h is  as  well  that  they  do, 
because  there  are  few  enough 
Britans  around  even  though 
echoes  of  empire  are  abun- 
danL  Merdeka . or  indepn- 
dencc,  came  in  1957  and  the 
last  serviceman  departed  in 
1971.  The  old  officers  mess 
ply  the  city  and  there  are  bars 
with  romantic  names  such  as 
Liverpool. 

The  English  heard  in  the 
street,  however,  is  nowadays 
more  likely  to  have  an  Aussie 
twang  to  it  than  the  discreet 
tones  of  the  sons  of  gentry 
who  came  out  to  plant  rubber 
and  make  - or  just  as  easily 
lose  a fortune. 

For,  by  and  large,  Penang,  a 
bustling  city  of  some  400,000' 
souTs.  has  turned  its  back  on 
history.  The  new  electronics 
factories  that  have  displaced 
the  paddy  fields  along  the 
airport  road  are  American  or 
Japaneses.  Ming  has  taken 
over  from  Leyland  and  Toyota 
has  succeeded  Morris  Oxford 
as  elsewhere  in  the  region. 
Only  Guinness  stout  still 
reigns  supreme. 

There  is  not  a single  British 
rivet  or  bag  of  cement  in  the 
£400  million  Penang  road 
bridge  that  now  connects 
Georgetown  and  Butterworth 
on  the  mainland.  Hyundai 
Engineering  of  South  Korea 
eclipsed  British  technology 
and  the  sub-contracting  was 
handled  locally. 

In  the  jaigon  of  inter- 
national trade,  there  was  a 
substantial  transfer  of  tech- 
nology to  Malaysia.  An  esti- 
mated 1,500  Malaysians  re- 
ceived training  in  advanced 
concrete  and  steel  construc- 
tion techniques,  which  will  be 
put  to  good  use  when  the  final 
two-mile  stretch  of  elevated 
highway  into  George  two  n.  is 


built  on  reclaimed  coastal, 

land.  . ' . . , 

That  industrial  training  has 
reinforced  the  Asia  connection 
and.  diminishes  the  link  with 
the  one-time  “mother  coun- 
trv",  though  education  re- 
mains a strong  _ point  of 
contact  with  Britain.  Indeed, 
the  only  discernible  British 
presence  on  the  weekend  the 
bridge  opened  was  a present- 
day  head-hunter,  an  English 
provincial  university  _ officer 
tryingrio  drum  up  business  in 
the  fiercely-competitive  over- 
seas student  market. 

He  cut  a lonely  figure  in  the 
plush  dining  room  of  the  “E 
and  O”  hotel,  its  grandeur 
faded  but  still  redolent  of  the 
days  of  Rudyard  Kipling  and 
Somerset  Maugham.  - 
But  though  the  British 
profile  may  be  lower  than 
most  can  remember,  there  is  a 
strong  cultural  continuum. 
One  of  the  more  aggressive 
local  institutions  is  the  Con- 
sumers' Association  of 
Penang,  which  publishes  - in 
English,  of  course  - a lively 
tabloid  monthly  paper  that 
champions  the  interests  of  the 
have-nots.  or.  at  any  rate,  the 

haven’t-very-much. 

A recent  issue  cuts  through 
the  euphoria  and  political  cant 
surrounding  the  building . of 
the  bridge,  arguing  simply  that 
it  is  an  expensive  while* 
elephant  and  the  money'could 
have  been  "better  spent  on 
other  projects  which  really 
satisfy  people's  basic  needsl” 

Mr  Martin  Khor  Koh  Peng, 
research  director  of  the  associ- 
ation. argues;  "Because  the 
bridge  is  financed  by  foreign 
loans,  it  .will  contribute ' to 
Malaysia's  external  debt  prob- 
lem, since  the  tolls  will  not  be 
sufficient  to  service  the  loans. 
It  is  a luxury  project  which 
mainly  benefits  the  elite- who 
own  motor  cans.” 

This  is  the  nearest  thing  to 
heresy  in  Georgetown.  The 
official  version  is  that  U will 
bring  many  more  tourists 
simply  to  look  at  the  concrete 
and  steel,  and  more  business; 
to  take  advantage  of  improved 
communications 
With  the  Malaysian  eco- 
nomic boom  tailing  off,  albeit 
at  a slower  rate  than,  in 
neighbouring  Singapore,  there 
is  more  hope  than  expectation 
behind  this  analysis.  However, 
it  is  a fair  bet  that  Captain 
Light  would  have  approved.

To  achieve  this,  through 
continuing  education  and  training, 
they  will  need  to  fall  back  on  a solid, 
broad  educational  foundation  on 
which  they  can  build*  their  new

Similarly,  interdisciplinary  teams 
need  interface  skills  wid  a common 
language  if  they  are  to  work 
effectively. 

These  factors  in  combination  lead 
me  to  urge  that.  ju»t  as  in  the  case  of 
technology,  the  concept  of  core, 
enabling  technologies  is  proving 
very  useful,  so  in  the  education a!

If.  however,  industry  is  to  benefit 
from  educational  breadth,  then  it 
must,  as  happens  in  other  countries, 
take  a more  active  stance  in  the  area 
of  continuing  education,  specialist 
training  and  technical  updating,  and 
not  rely  on  the.  universities  to 
produce  specialists  in  the  flavour  of

the  month. 

It  can  be  ilium  mating  to  contrast 
our  treatment  of  people  with  that 
given  to  capital  equipment.  When  a 
piece  of  capital  equipment  is  bought, 
it  usually  requires  installation 
engineering  before  it  can  operate 
effectively. 

This  installation  phase  is  import- 
ant for  people,  also.  Not  only  must 
the  working  environment  be  suitable 
for  the  person  and  the  task,  but  new 
recruits,  new  from  higher  education, 
should  be  given  whatever  initial 
training  is  considered  essential  by 
both  the  recruit  and  the  company. 

Once  a piece  of  equipment  is 


installed,  and  in  use.  you  ignore  it  at 
your  periL  The  need  for  planned 
maintenance  is  acknowledged,  and 
is  relevant  to  people  just  as  much  as 
to  machines. 

Planned  maintenance,  in  the  form 
of  continuing  education  and  train- 
ing, or  technical  updating,  is  the  key 
activity  to  gel  the  best  out  of  the 
existing  engineering  resource,  and  to 
give  people  the  best  possible  career 
opportunities  and  job  satisfaction, 
matched  to  their  individual  capabili- 
ties and  aspirations. 

The  numbers  of  people  who  need 
or  would  benefit  from  such  continu- 
ing education  and  training  at 
graduate  and  postgraduate  level  is 
considerable.  In  GEC  alone,  wc 
recruit,  on  average.  1.500  graduates 
a year  and  currently  employ  about 
20.000  people  with  that  level  of 
educational  background. 

The  task  of  providing  technical 
updating  opportunities  for  such 
large  numbers  of  people  would  be 
too  expensive  and  disturbing,  both 
to  private  lives  and  to  company 
operations,  if  orthodox  residential 
courses  lasting  weeks  or  even 
months  were  the  only  means  to 
achieve  the  educational  end. 

Luckily,  this  is  not  the  case.  We 
have,  in  the  Open  University,  a 
national  asset  with  tremendous 


cumulative  experience  on  how  best 
to  apply  the  varied  techniques  of 
open  or  distance  learning  to  -bring 
the  education  to  the  home,  factory, 
la  boratory  or  office.

The  task  is  great,  and  commen- 
surate with  the  potential  benefit,  and 
it  is  good,  therefore,  to  see  a growing 
industrial  commitment  in  this  area 
much  of  which  will  be  focused  via 
the  newly  formed  Information 
Technology  Skills  Agency. 

The  Engineering  Council,  too  can 
be  expected  lo  play  a growing  role  in 
stimulating  technical  updating-in 
line  with  Department  of  Education 
and  Science  policy. - 

So.  we  have  the  need,  the 
potential,  enthusiasts  in  govern- 
ment academics  and  industry.  The 
missing  ingredients,  whose  absence 
will  inevitably  slow  down  progress, 
are  adequate  front-end  funding  of 
Open  University,  and  the  rest  of 
academia  to  create  the  new  teaching 
material,  and  a more  equitable  way 
of  sharing  the  costs  of  indiisiry- 
based  education  and  training 
between  those  who  train  and  those 
who  rely  on  poaching. 

These  ingredients  require  actions 
bv  the  GovcmmenL  ! am  confident 
that  they  will  be  forthcoming.

How  skilled  women  can  stay 


Nicola  Boyd  is  one  of  the  new  style  of 
banking  women.  Next  year  she  will 
resume  her  career  ax  the  level  at  which 
she  left  in- 1983  to  have  her  first  child: 
Nicola,  a graduate  who  has  taken  the 
Institute  of  Bankers  exams,  is  a re- 
entrant in  National  Westminster 
Bank's  experimental  scheme  in  which 
women  of  potential  return,  with 
retraining,  to  the  same  grade. 

Like  other  re-entrants,  she  will 
return  sooner  than  the  five. years 
allowed  and  is  working  more  than  the 
required  two  weeks  every  year.  She 
now  has  two  children,  does'  part-time 
relief  work  and  receives  a monthly 
pack  of  updating  literature. 

“Women  could  usually  get  back," 
she  says,  “but  they  had  to  drop  a 
couple  of  grades  and  it  took  time  to 
work  up,  so  this  scheme  is  excellent." 

It  is  also  likely  to  have  immeasur- 
able impact  on  women's  careers. 
Several  major  organizations  are  now

similar  to  Nat  West's  which  was 
started  in  1981  and  is  due  for  review 
next  year.  Other  banks  arc  also 
developing  the  idea. 

The  Midland  Bank  has  begun  a 
broad-based  retainer  ' scheme  for 
women  in  managerial,  supervisory. 
Junior  management  and  management 
trainee..- roles,  .which  it  hopes  will 
attract  women  to  management  train- 
ing Those  who  left  to  start  a family  in 
the  past  two  years  are  also  eligible. 

Barclays  Bank  is  planning  to  help 
women  combine  career  and  family. 


■ Boots  the  Chemist  is  encouraging 
high-calibre  women  to  return  at  their 
former  level  with  a five-year  pilot 
scheme  for  pharmacists  and  retail 
buyers.  Although  the  initial  response 
among  people  contacted  several  years 
after  they  left  was  less  positive  than 
had  been  ' hoped,  this,  may  change 
among  women  leaving  now  the 
scheme  is  implemented 

The  Engineering  Council  is  produc- 
ing a valuable  report  - expected  next 
month  - on  the  career  break,  based  on 
a survey  of  160  employers  and  some 
1.700-  women  at  chartered  and 
technician  levels.  ■ 


The  aim  is  to  arrest  the  waste  of 
skills  and  investment  caused  by 
women  returning  to  lower  jobs,  or  not 
at  all.  or  on  ad  hoc  arrangements. 


“Things  are  going  to  change."  says 
John  Shrigley.  personnel  director  at 
Marconi,  which  is  working  on  a plan 
for  professional  engineers  and  tech- 
nicians to  return  at  the  same  status. 
“We  need  people  with  scarce  skills. 
Women  students  are  increasingly 
sponsored  on  sandwich  courses,  so  an 


enormous  amount  is  invested  in  their 
training.  The  council's  report  will  be  a 
major  stimulus  to  get  them  back." 

Esso,  too,  concerned  at  losing  well- 
qualified  staff,  is  looking  at  ways  to 
help  good  performers,  in  all  catego- 
ries, to  resume  their  career  after  up  to 
five  years,  and  BP  is  examining  its 
present  ad  hoc  approach. 

For  women  qualified  in  housing,  or 
with  specialized  experience,  the 
Institute  of  Housing  is  piloting  a 
year's  Return  to  Work  project  funded 
by  the  Manpower  Smrices  Com- 
mission. It  provides  flexible  retraining 
to  update  women  in  policy  and 
practice  through  home  study  and  two 
residential  weekend  courses,  the  first 
next  month  and  the  .second  in 
January. 

Employers  and  staff  responded  well 
to  an  exploratory  survey  and  the 
institute  which  has  produced  leaflets 
on  the  career  break,  advises  leavers  to 
maintain  contact  with  their  last 
employer.
